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Peres: Lebanese must 
fend for themselves

The Israel Defence Forces will not 
be the policeman of Lebanon. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres declared 
yesterday. 

He was replying during a visit to 
Yokneam, to a reporter's question 
on whether the IDF would intervene 
to prevent sectarian violence or a 
massacre in the wake of Israel's 
withdrawal. 

■ Later, in a question and answer 
session with pupils at the local high 
school, Peres was asked if the gov- 
ernment is afraid of another Sabra 
and Shatilla after the IDF withdraw- 
al. 

. He replied that there is a real 
danger of a massacre in Lebanon 
following an IDF pullout. This is one 
of the reasons Israel has tried to 
reach an agreement with Lebanon 
and the Syrians over security 
arrangements for the areas vacated- 

Peres said Israel still hopes to 
reach some agreement, but it will 
carry out its own plans even if agree- 
ment is not forthcoming, he said. 

Peres, who was made a Freeman 
of Yokne’am during his visit to the 
town yesterday, stressed that he be- 
lieved that the proposed withdrawal 
would not endanger Israel's north- 
ern settlements. 

The IDF is strong enough to pro- 
tect the settlements and will feel free 
to re-enter Lebanon to ensure secur- 
ity for them whenever the need 
arises, he said. 

He said there are many ways to 
ensure security for residents of 
Northern Galilee, notably by a flexi- 


ble defensive option. He declined to 
elaborate on this. 

The prime minister said the Israeli 
government still hopes that Unifil 
forces will take over the areas va- 
cated by the IDF. 

The prime minister spent all 
morning and part of the afternoon in 
Yokne’am, where he was given a 
warm reception by the town’s 16,000 
inhabitants. 

Meanwhile yesterday. OC North- 
ern Command Ori Orr said the IDF 
withdrawal is a matter of concern not 
only to the residents of northern 
Israel , it is something that affects the 
entire country. It will offer the coun- 
try more security, both from the 
point of view of winning internation- 
al acceptance and from the point of 
view of the IDF men who have to 
serve in Lebanon, he told heads of 
local councils in the North. He and 
Chief of Genera] Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy met with them to dis- 
cuss the IDFs withdrawal. 

Orr said that he could give no 
guarantee that there would be fewer 
casualties, but stressed there was a 
difference between casualties incur- 
red near Kiryat. Shmona and the 
northern border, and those incuned 
near Sidon. 

If inter-communal massacres fol- 
lowed the IDFs pullback, Orr said, 
he would not recommend that Israel 
intervene. .“I don’t know what will 
happen when we leave Sidon,” he 
said, “but I prefer to leave that 
problem to (Lebanese President) 
Amin Jemayel." 

Both Levy and Orr stressed that 
Israel would continue to attack ter- 
rorists from Israel’s northern bor-

IDF says it needs 3 weeks 
to withdraw from Awali line

The Israel Defence Forces will not 
start pulling back from its line along 
the Awali for at least two weeks. 
Military experts have determined 
that a maximum of three weeks will 
then be needed to withdraw all 
Israeli facilities from the Awali line. 
Some of the buildings will be trans- 
ferred to the temporary line, but 
most will be brought back to Israel. 

The Jerusalem Posr was told last 
night that the IDF has indicated to 
the Lebanese Army and to Unifil 
that it would be prepared to leave 
intact to either of them all IDF 
facilities along the Awali. But Israel 
must be compensated “for their full 
value.", The Lebanese and Unifil 
have 10 days in which to reply, after 
which Israel will begin pulling back 
in the first week of February. 

No installations will be blown up, 
nor will any of the roads that the IDF 
has built along the Awali be des-- 
troyed. The line was built after 
Israel's 1983 pullback from the 
Shouf mountains expressly to be 
.^raporary, with the knowledge that 


the IDFs deployment along the 
Awali was to be limited. 

In the second stage of redeploy- 
ment, Israel will withdraw from 
Jebel Barukh and the eastern sector, 
where Israeli forces have been sta- 
tioned for 30 months in concrete 
bunkers and other installations. This 
will begin after the first stage has 
been completed, and the nature of 
the second determined. 

The new line in the western sector, 
the coordinates of which are being 
worked out by the IDF and the 
security services, runs roughly from 
a point south of the Zaharani River 
mouth through to Jebel Barukh. The 
Post has been told that no perma- 
nent structures or roads will be built 
along this line. 

Its defence will be secured with 
different tactics from those used by 
IDF on the Awali. Greater reliance 
is being placed on round-the-clock 
control of key points by forces based 
further south. In addition to physi- 
cally controlling the main north- 
south patrols and other means to 
prevent a reinfiltration of both ter- 
rorists and materiel into the south. 


^ Israeli pullback plan 
shocks Lebanese gov’t

UN Undersecretary-General 
Brian Urquhart yesterday discussed 
with Lebanese President Amin % 
Jemayel the implications of Israel’s 
decision to pull back from the Awali 
River in five weeks - a decision that 
has plainly come as a shock to 
.^Beirut. which has yet to formulate its 
V position cm the planned withdrawal. 

"We have no response to the 
Israeli decision yet.” a Lebanese 
Foreign Ministry official told repor- 
ters in Beirut yesterday. "W ! e must 
make a new assessment." 

Israel's redeployment decision un- 
doubtedly poses severe problems for 
the Lebanese, who now have just 
five weeks to prepare themselves for 
the vacuum that Israel will leave in a 
highly volatile part of their country. 

The Lebanese had apparently 
hoped that their reply to Israel’s 
ultimatum when the Nakoura talks 
resumed last week would suffice to 
keep the discussion going and buy 
further time with which to prepare 


themselves. 

Any such hopes were dashed by 
the Israeli decision, which, Urquhart 
made plain to reporters on his arrival 
in Beirut yesterday and, presum- 
ably. also in his talks with Jemayel, is 
■irrevocable. 

Urquhart arrived in Beirut from 
Israel, where he was briefed on the 
Israeli decision this morning by De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

There was no indication last night 
whether Beirut would be willing to 
use the Nakoura talks to arrive at 
mutually agreed arrangements with 
Israel and the UN to prevent chaos. 

Damascus, which Urquhart is 
scheduled to visit today, is likely to 
veto the idea, however. The Syrians 
would prefer to portray the Israeli 
pullback as an unconditional capi- 
tulation to “the Lebanese resist- 
ance" rather than as the result of a 
mutually agreed settlement reached 
at Nakoura. 

This was certainly the tone of a 
front-page editorial in the official 
Syrian daily a-Thawra yesterday.

Knesset votes today 
on ‘Who’s a Jew’ 


3.7% in December — 445% in the year 

Low index doesn’t mean 
worst is over — Moda’i

The fate of the “Who’s a Jew" 
amendment hangs in the balance this 
morning. 

Last night, the Orthodox Knesset 
members sponsoring the amend- 
ment to the Law of Return whereby 
conversions to Judaism recognized 
under that law must be solely accord- 
ing to the Halacha, were walking the 
Knesset, lobbies with increasingly 
doubtful expressions. 

The amendment is due to come up 
hi the Knesser ihjs morning tor its 
preliminary reading. Two other 
amendments to the Law of Return 
are also scheduled, sponsored by 
secularist MKs, but they cannot gar- 
ner more than a tiny handful of 
votes. 

Speaking in Yokne’am yesterday. 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres was 
asked about the proposed amend- 
ment and the opposition to it by 
many people, especially Reform and 
Conservative Jews. 

He replied: “We have tried our 
very best to find a formula that 
would keep the people together. 
Unfortunately, we did not succeed, 
but we shall keep on trying.” 

Some National Religious Party 
men, along with Agudat Yisrael's 
Avraham Shapira, warned their col- 
leagues that the bill might be defe- 
ated if put to the vote today, and for 
the Knesset to go on record as rej ect-

WASHINGTON. - The U.S. 
yesterday publicly welcomed Israel's 
decision to withdraw unilaterally 
from South Lebanon. Privately, 
however, U.S. officials were clearly 
nervous about the three-stage pull- 
out. 

• There were some fears of poten- 
tial disorder in Israel-evacuated ter- 
ritories similar to the violence that 
erupted in the Shouf mountains out- 
side Beirut in September 1983 when 
Israeli forces pulled out. 

State Department spokesman 
Alan Romberg told reporters that 
the administration hoped the Israeli 
announcement might "stimulate" 
the stalled talks at Nakoura. 

He indicated that this was also the 
Israeli objective, pointing to various 
statements in Jerusalem as well as to 
a conciliatory article by Israel's coor- 
dinator of Lebanese Affairs. Uri 
Lubrani, in yesterday’s New York 
Times. 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - The recent 
wave of terror directed against Nato 
targets in Europe intensified yester- 
day when a car bomb placed by a 
Belgian Marxist group outside a 
U.S. Army community centre was 
detonated, causing damage but no 
injuries. 

Meanwhile, two major urban ter- 
ror groups from France and the 
German Federal Republic 
announced their intention to unite 
with the expressed aim of attacking 
Nato targets. 

The Fighting Communist Cells re- 
sponsible for a wave of bombings 
against Nato-related targets since 
October said in a statement sent to a

The faction was guided by an 
earlier decision of the Labour Par- 
ty's bureau declaring that freedom of 
choice does not apply to this issue, as 
it does to others relating to matters 
of religion or conscience. Two mem- 
bers of the bureau dissented - His- 
tadrut Secretary' General Yisrael 
Kessar and David Glass. 


After noting that Syria has so far 
refused to permit Lebanon to 
cooperate with Israel in planning for 
an orderly withdrawal, Lubrani said: 
“It is. however, not yet too late to 
reach an agreement.. .The Israeli 
Cabinet derision may have a cataly- 
tic effect in helping all sides to reach 
a last-minute arrangement.” 

Lubrani appealed to Syria to pat- 
tern a disengagement agreement in 
the Bekaa valley along the lines of 
the decade-old agreement in the 
Golan Heights. 

Damascus, he said, “can use force 
to establish a protectorate in Leba- 
non and prevent an arrangement 
between Jerusalem and Beirut, or it 
can faciliate such an arrangement as 
part of a farsighted, statesman-like 
policy." 

He added that Israel is determined 
to “build bridges to all communities 
in Lebanon. We have already estab- 
lished a friendly relationship with 
the Christians and. more recently.

There was a cautious reaction 
yesterday to the news of the 
unexpectedly small 3.7 per cent 
rise in the consumer price index 
for December, the lowest for 18 
months. Expectations had been 
for a rise in the order of 4 to 8 per 
cent. 

Finance Minister Y’itzhak 
Moda’i reiterated his call for a 
cut in public spending, saying he 
was "worried that people will 
assume that such a low CPI 
means the country's economic 
problems are over." And Histad- 
rut Secretary- General Yisrael 
Kessar warned the government 
not to "miss the opportunity” 
created by the low CPI. Kessar 
said the government should im- 
mediately enter into negotiations 
with the labour federation and 
the Manufacturers Association 
for a new package deal. 

Central Bureau of Statistics offi- 
cials. announcing the figures yester- 
day. said that at least 3 per cent of 
the 3.7 per cent CPI increase was a 
' 'hangover" from the previous 
month. November. January began 
with no hangover from December, 
they added. 

The CPI rise, the lowest for De- 
cember in six years, means that wage 
earners will probably not receive 
cost-of-living compensation until 
April. Only if January's index rises 
more than 8.3 per cent - which is 
highly unlikely - will the cumulative 
12 per cent price rise needed for a 
C-o-L payment be reached, necessi- 
tating compensation before April. 

Real wages in January neverthe- 
less are going to climb an average 10 
per cent because of a readjustment 
of tax brackets.

TEL AVIV. - Government. Histad- 
rut and manufacturers officials last 
night were still attempting torestart 
the stalled Package Deal “B’ - nego- 
tiations. 

According to Histadrut sources, 
an attempt was being made to 
arrange a meeting between the three 
sides and Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres to be held as early as today. 

Despite a consensus that a further 
period of controls is imperative, lit- 
tle progress has been made in 
reaching a new agreement. 

The Treasury and the manufactur- 
ers strongly oppose Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar’s 
proposal that the current package 
deal remain in force until a new 
agreement is reached. 

"This and the government’s appa- 
rent foot-dragging in the negotia- 
tions have caused Histadrut officials 
to charge “certain Treasury offi- 
cials” with attempting to sabotage 
the negotiations. 

Histadrut and Labour Party cir- 
cles strongly suspect that senior 
Treasury officials - with Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i among 
them - would prefer to see the 
package deal lapse and the economic 
situation worsen.

In a major ecological step for- 
ward. Israeli scientists have synthe- 
sized nature's most valuable pesti- 
cide - -pyrethrin - which does not 
break down in sunlight or air. Natu- 
ral pyrethrin. which is unstable, is a 
product of flowers of the chrysanthe- 
mum family, but is unstable. 

The scientific breakthrough was 
made by Professor Raphael Ikan of 
the Hebrew University's Depart- 
ment of Organic Chemistry and his 
assistants. Dr. Vera Weinstein and 
Bernard Cramer, in cooperation

Other government sources spoke 
of a “delayed-action tomb" hidden 
in the form of the massive govern- 
ment subsidies of basic foods and 
fuel. At' least one Labour Party 
minister was last night talking of the 
need for a one-time cut of subsidies 
to a 25 per cent support level. Sub- 
sidies now range as high as 130 per 
cent on dairy products, eggs and 
poultry. A cut of 100 per cent in 
subsidies on those basic commod- 
ities would result in an immediate 5 
per cent increase in the CPI. 

Subsidies on industrial fuels 
helped as much as price controls to 
keep down the cost of electricity - 
and thus manufactured goods. 

Kessar said he was "pleasantly 
surprised” by the low inflation rate, 
adding that the package deal had 
“proved itself." 

He hoped the low CPI would 
“calm the public and halt the recent 
panic buying" that had been caused 
by uncertainty and the expectation 
of a price explosion at the end of the 
package deal. 

Manufacturers' Association chair- 
man Eli Hurvitz said he was still 
waiting to hear about the govern- 
ment's “promises’’ regarding four 
issues: cutting the budget, reducing 
food subsidies, granting export in- 
centives and reducing real interest 
rates. 

The steepest climb in consumer 
prices in 1984 occurred in open fruit 
and vegetable markets, where prices 
rose 553 per cent, with prices in 


harsh economic measures by edict 
and legislation, the sources 
reasoned.

Kessar yesterday accused the gov- 
ernment of “investing precious time 
without presenting any comprehen- 
sive plan.

Moda'i appeared to partially jus- 
tify the Histadrut’s pessimism when 
he said yesterday that the hard-line 
positions of the three sides were 
making the achievement of a Pack- 
age Deal “B" difficult. He added 
that if the latter proves impossible, 
be will present a new plan to the 
government, if it proves impossible 
to achieve. 

The Histadrut is continuing to 
insist on a package deal follow-up as 
unavoidable. It is demanding the

On the wholesale prices side, 
housing construction costs rose 5.5 
per cent, mostly because of an 1 1 per 
cent increase in the construction in- 
dustry's wage bill. 

Agricultural production costs rose 
only 2.8 per cent in December, 
mainly as a result of the cost-of- 
living allowance granted with 
November salaries at the beginning 
of December. 

With 1980 serving as the base 100 
in the consumer price index. Decem- 
ber's price rises bring the index to 
10.754. 

According to the CBS. an urban 
family of four now needs IS396.000 
to buy its consumer “basket." That 
basket is based on a survey the CBS 
conducted in 1979/80. and CBS offi- 
cials said yesterday that they are 
considering spending SI million on 
another survey to determine the cur- 
rent monthly needs of a family.

Nabatiya Shi’ite 
leader shot dead

A leader of the Shi’ite community 
of Nabatiya. Ismail Zein. 71. was 
shot to death in his home in the early 
hours of yesterday morning. He was 
known as an Israeli sympathizer, and 
two weeks ago told Israeli journalists 
in Metulla that Shi'ite extremist 
opposition to Israel was endangering 
the entire Shi'ite community of 
South Lebanon. 

Early yesterday morning, armed 
men broke into his Nabatiya home 
and shot him in the head at close 
range. 

Zein's brother Larif is a member 
of the Lebanese parliament. Zein. a 
businessman, had told the journal- 
ists: “If you leave Nabatiya. there 
will be a blood-bath." 

Later in the day. another Shi'ite 
leader. Ali Kansour. discovered that 
his Mercedes car was booby- 
trapped. The bomb was safely de- 
fused.

Jerusalem court changes decision 

Psychiatrists to testify on ‘Lifta Case’ witness

The Jerusalem Districr Court 
yesterday agreed to hear two 
psvchiatri’sts next week before decid- 
ing whether to accept the prosecu- 
tion's extraordinary request to allow 
u man found unfit to stand trial to 
appear as a witness in the same case. 

On Monday, the court ruled that 
Yehuda Lima'i. 51. who has been 
confined to a mental institution, was 
not fit to serve as a prosecution 
witness in the trial of Shimon Barda 
in what has become known as the 
"Lifta Ca*e," 

Barda. 2b. is facing charges arising 
from his alleged partin a plot to blow 
up Moslem shrines on the Temple 
Mount. Lima'i and another suspect 
in the case. Uzi Mahsia Ha'elyon. 
were found mentally ill and confined 
to a dosed institution. A fourth 


suspect. Eliahu Sarur. has apparent- 
ly fled the country. 

The court's decision was clearly a 
precedent and yesterday Deputy 
District Attorney. Moshe Lador 
asked it to reconsider its decision. 

Lador argued that he had not put 
the state's case well enough the day 
before. That, of itself, was not 
enough to prevent justice from being 
done, he said. If Lima’i was not 
heard, he said. Barda would be ac- 
quitted of a central charge in the 
prosecution's ease - his alleged parti- 
cipation in a bomb attack on the 
Nebi Samwil mosque. 

Lima'i's testimony was also crucial 
in the prosecution's attempt to prove 
Barda s predominant role in the 
main case involving the Temple 
Mount, he added. 

Judses Zvi Tal and Shalom Bren- 


ner. who had ruled against accepting 
Lima'i as a witness, finally agreed to 
hear two psychiatrists who have 
examined and' treated Lima'i. If they 
accept the psychiatrists' arguments 
that Lima’i's testimony can been 
accepted under certain circumst- 
ances. he will be called as a witness. 

Coun President Eliahu Noam, 
who was in the minority on Monday, 
said there was no reason for him to 
rule on the prosecution’s request. 

Barda's court-appointed lawyer. 
Zvi Noah, asked to be relieved of the 
case in view of the court’s decision, 
which he felt was tantamount to 
reversing its own decision, but he 
was turned down. “Under these cir- 
cumstances." he said later. “I have 
no choice but to appeal to the High 
Court of Justice." 


Soldier killed in Lebanon 
buried at Kiryat Shmuel

Seren (Captain) Yosef Marmel- 
stein who was killed Monday in 
South Lebanon was buried yester- 
day in the Kiryat Shmuel cemetery. 
He was 25. Samal Rishon (Staff- 
Sergeant) Meir Biton. 28. who was 
killed in the same incident, will be 
buried this afternoon in Kibbutz 
Nahshon. 

Six other soldiers were wounded 
at the same time when a remote- 
control explosive device blew up 
near Arzei village northeast of Tyre. 

One of them was described yester- 
day ns being in a critical condition by 
Prof. Yosef Brandes. director of the 
Rambam Hospital in Haifa. 

Three of the wounded were re- 
leased yesterday from hospital. 

At Marmelsiein's funeral, his 


father. Naftali. said the Kaddish 
prayer. Itim reported. 

Marmelstein began his reserve 
service in Lebanon II days ago. He 
had been a third-year BA student in 
economics and business administra- 
tion at Tel Aviv University. He was 
an amateur pianist and sportsman 
and enjoyed hiking. He married his 
wife. Effie. 21. six months ago. and 
they lived in Rarnat Gan. where he 
had grown up. The couple were also 
building a home in Kochav Ya'ir in 
Samaria. 

Marmelsiein's parents. Haya and 
Naftali . are Holocaust survivors who 
came to Israel in 1949. His mother is 
the principal of the Ort school in 
Ramat Gan and his father owns a 
petrol station in Tel Aviv. 


Moda’i says Israel 
won’t seek IMF aid

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
declared yesterday that there was no 
question of Israel's turning to the 
International Monetary Fund for 
help in solving its current economic 
problems. 

In a wide-ranging interview to be 
published in The Jerusalem Post on 
Friday. Moda'i said an invitation to 
the IMF would “hand over" econo- 
mic policymaking to that body, 
which, he said, is greatly influenced 
by Saudi Arabia. 

He had been asked to comment on 
a report from The Post's New York 
correspondent quoting Economics 
Minister Gad Ya'acobi as saying the 
Bank of Israel is studying the ques- 
tion of an application to the IMF and 
he would "not eliminate such a pos- 
sibility." Moda’i described the 
"ruthlessness" with which the IMF 
has been handling Brazil’s problems, 
and said that he "doesn’t believe that 
the people of Israel would allow a 
clerk from the IMF to double unem-

ployment in a month merely to meet 
goals laid down in an academic mod- 
el.” 


Heated House debate on Leumi boycott

An acrimonious discussion took 
place in the Knesset last night in 
connection with the threatened 
boycott of Bank Leumi by ultra- 
Orthodox Haredi Jews because of 
the alleged desecration of ancient 
graves in Tiberias. 

Tourism Minister Avraham Sha- 
mir. replying to a motion for the 
agenda by Edna Solodar 
(Alignment-Labour), called the 
boycott threat "an embodiment of 
extremism in all its ugliness." He 
called on the bank to complete the 
new wing of the Ganei Hamat hotel, 
and said it might also be time for the 
police to act. 

Here Deputy Labour and Social 
Affairs Minister Menuhem Porush 
lAgudai Yisrael) culled out: “If 
Ganei Hamat doesn't obey the great 
men of Lrael. the boycott will be 
carried out." 

Mordechai Virshubski (Shinui), 
presenting another motion on the 
subject, denounced Finance Com- 
mittee chairman Avraham Shapira 
( Agudat Yisrael ) for having “trans- 
mitted the boycott threat to Bank 
Leumi." No minister replied to Vir- 
shubski's motion. 

Shapira then presented a third 


motion on the subject. He said he 
had told Virshubski that it was Bank 
Leumi that had approached him, 
and not the other wav around. “You 
stood on this platform and lied." 

• The motions of Solodar and Vir- 
shubski were referred to the Econo- 
mics Committee, while that of Sha- 
pira was struck from the agenda. 

Asher Wallfish adds: 

In the Knesset lobby earlier in the 
day. Shapira stamped his feet, 
waved his arms and shrieked alter- 
nately in Hebrew and Yiddish at a 
reporter in front of a cluster of MKs. 
ushers and other bystanders. 

Orit Antler of the economic pub- 
lication Globus asked how he could 
reconcile his functions as chairman 
of the bank board with his party's 
ban on Bank Leumi. 

He burst into a rage, gesticulating 
and stamping, and said: “I'm not a 
rabbi. I'm not a spiritual authority. I 
do what the rabbis tell me. What do 
you want from me?" 

MKs close to Shapira say the Agu- 
da leader is edgy about his chair- 
manship of the bank advisory board 
because Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir has already ruled that he is in 
conflict of interest.

Zadok says 
information 
withheld 
from Time’

NEW YORK. - Federal Judge 
Abraham Sofaer. presiding over the 
court hearing Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon's libel suit 
against Time magazine, yesterday 
released to the press the text of a 
letter of dissent from Haim Zadok. 
the magazine's legal representative 
in Israel. The fetter related to 
answers given by former High Court 
judge Yitzhak Kahan to three ques- 
tions put to him by Sofaer. 

The letter contained a protest by 
Zadok. a former justice minister, 
that some statements made by wit- 
nesses to Kahan Commission staff 
investigators, and not included in the 
final Kahan report, ought to have 
been made available to Time's 
lawyers. The commission investi- 
gated events surrounding the mas- 
sacre in the Sabra and Shatilla re- 
fugee camps in September I9S2. 
Sharon's action concerns Time’s re- 
port of his alleged role in these 
events. 

Zadok said chat he had not been 
shown minutes of the meeting be- 
tween Sharon and Bashir Jemavel on 
September 12. 19S2. Zadok noted 
that although the Justice Ministry 
had assured him that no such mi- 
nutes were submitted to the commis- 
sion, this did “not amount to a 
confirmation that no such minutes 
exist." 

• Zadok said that documents and 
testimony in the case contained “at 
least a suggestion that Minister Shar- 
on knew' or at least was likely to 
know' in advance that the Phalangists 
would massacre civilians if they went 
into the camps unaccompanied by 
IDF troops." 


Inquiry amendment 
allows commission 
to put lid on report

The Knesset last night passed the 
first reading of the “bank-shares 
amendment" to the Commissions of 
Inquiry Law, which is designed to 
prevent the public disclosure of in- 
formation about the banks that 
might have negative repercussions 
abroad. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
presented the bill, which authorizes 
a commission of inquiry to close its 
doors during some or all of its pro- 
ceedings. and not to openly publish 
its report, in full or in part, "in order 
to prevent damage to a matter of 
great public concern." 

Nissim said that the original law- 
permits an inquiry commission to 
deviate from the rule of public pro- 
ceedings and a public report if it 
considers this necessary to protect 
the state's security, foreign rela- 
tions. police methods of operation, 
public morals, or an individual's 
safety. 


15240m. prize in last

IBA policy under debate

Education and Culture Minister 
Yitzhak Navon. as well as his prede- 
cessors in that office. ha\e failed to 
assume their full responsibilities as 
overseers of the Broadcasting Au- 
thority. Knesset Member Ora Namir 
(Alignment-Labour) charged in the 
Knesset State Control Committee 
yesterday. 

"On the one hand, they do not 
fight the authority's battle in the 
government." she said. "On the 
other hand they fail to demand that 
IBA officials function in a responsi- 
ble manner, as befiis as state com- 
munications medium. Though 
“some really excellent people" are 
employed by the IBA. the political 
overtones in hiring personnel are a 
“catastrophe." Namir added. No 
change should be made in the Broad- 
casting Authority Law. but instead, 
culture ministers should become 


more involved in its operations, she 
felt. 

Committee chairman David Lihai 
(Alignment-Labour) disagreed. He 
said the present law “does not 
answer to the needs of proper func- 
tioning." He argued that the present 
activity within the authority's 
directorate over the selection of a 
new director for Israel Television 
“proves that the law must be 
changed." This was because a direc- 
tor of a state television sendee 
should be chosen on the basis of 
professional competence while tbe 
directorate, which does the select- 
ing. is a purely political body. 

Libai also objected to the fact that 
the IBA's budget is set by the gov- 
ernment though the government 
does not participate in covering that 
budget. 

The discussion will continue at a 
future committee meeting.

Gutwirth, Heller, and Reichmann Families 
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Ministry's plan for withdrawal from 
Lebanon on Monday evening was 
that they objected to the explicit 
mention it contained of “the interna- 
tional border.” 

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir echoed this 
objection again yesterday when 
briefing the British Labour Friends 
of Israel, led by Peter Archer 
QCMP, a former lord chancellor 
under Labour. 

Shamir said: “Everybody in the 
cabinet favours withdrawal from 
Lebanon and nobody is happy about 
the IDF being there. But there are 
different views inside the cabinet 
concerning wavs and means of with- 
drawal. What I object to is the way 
we announce our unilateral with- 
drawal to the international border.” 

Shamir told the Labour MPs that 
Israel had sought a commitment 
from Syria through foreign interme- 
diaries to prevent terrorists from 
infiltrating southwards to attack 
Israel through tbe Syrian-controlled 
Bekaa Valley. Syria refused to give 
this commitment, he revealed. 

“We know that when the Syrians 
make a promise of that sort they 
keep it, as they do in the Golan 
Heights, where there is no infiltra- 
tion." Shamir said. 

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon, asked in New York about 
Monday's cabinet decision to with- 
draw the CDF, said: “I was not able 
to be present, but I would have 
opposed this decision. I would have 
voted to stand by the principles de- 
cided upou by the previous govern- 
ment. I was in contact with the prime 
minister and the vice-prime minister 
before the vote to express my posi- 
tion on this. 

Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy yesterday declared that he had 
not violated Likud policy by bis vote, 
since the Likud had not formally 
stated a policy on the withdrawal 
issue. Charging his opponents in the 
faction with “incitement,” Levy 
challenged them to propose that the 
Likud leave the coalition if they are 
not satisfied with the government’s 
derisions. 


‘Administrative 
crime’ bill to 
Knesset unit

The Knesset yesterday referred to 
the Law Committee a bill authoriz- 
ing the minister of justice to declare j 
that an offence laid down in a law or 
regulation which is not a felony sh.til 
also be regarded as "an administra- 
tive crime" punishable by a fine. 

Justice Minister Moshe Ni«im. 
who presented the bill, described il 
as “revolutionary." and a number of 
speakers in the debate agreed with 
him. They all spoke in support of the 
bill, although some changes were 
suggested. 

Converting a crime into an “admi- 
nistrative offence" will not prevent 
the prosecution from submitting a 
charge sheet rather than impose a 
fine ."The accused will also have the 
right to demand a trial rather than 
pay the fine. 

Nissim said that the bill aims to 
achieve three goals. It will he an 
important instrument in making law • 
enforcement more efficient. It will 
ease the load on the courts. A person^-, 
who committed an offence and paid* : 
the administrate e fine will not have 
a criminal offence recorded against • 
him. 

A supplement to the bill lists 21 
laws to which the new law will apply. 
Included are laws or regulations on 
customs duties, value-added tax. .. 
control of goods and services, tourist 
services, labour safety, prohibition 
of night baking, apprenticeship, em- 
ployment of women and young peo- 
ple! advertising of tobacco products, 
and smoking in public places. 

The minister is authorized to add 
or subtract from the supplement 
with the consent of the minister 
charged with enforcing the law in 
question and with the' approval of 
the Law Committee, . . 


Norway rejects bid 
for PLO office 

OSLO (Reuter). - The Norwegian 
government yesterday rejected ah 
application by the PLO to open an 
information office in Norway, the 
Justice Ministry said. 

The ministry said in a statement 
that the security risks of a PLO office 
in Oslo were too great and could 
provoke clashes between the orga- 
nization's supporters and oppo-

Rp e exasperated nurse from the 
r')Tth told The Jerusalem Post that 
stocf she has only half the usual 
clean bed linen, it is for her to dedde 
which patient gets a bed change. 
This,. she said angers other patients’ 
relatives, who abuse the nurses, 
accusing them of taking bribes or 
showing favouritism. 

Yesterday, meeting with The Post 
editorial staff. Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i said he had "opened 
the tap a little" and given the hospit- 
als what he termed “enough money 
for two weeks." But. he added, the 
hospitals still have to undertake an 
austerity programme. 

Both the Health Ministry' and the 
hospital directors say that what they 
^have been given is almost .inconse- 
quential. One hospital director in 
the Coastal Plain said that the sum 
he received was not enough to pay 
any one of his suppliers even half of 
whal is owed. He said the money 
might make it possible to buy some 
supplies for cash, but it was not 
enough for fuel nor would it cover 
the electricity bill. 

Directors said the unseasonably 
warm weather has allowed them to 
save on fuel and stretch their dwind- 
ling supplies two weeks past the date 
when they had thought the tanks 
would-be empty. But. as one hospital 
administrator put it. “even the 
Hanukka miracle only lasted for 
seven days.” 

Worst hit are the psychiatric and 
geriatric hospitals. In Tirat Hacar- 
mel, the director told a reporter that 
for the past two days patients in his 
Ipychiatric hospital have had only 
s&lad and tea for breakfast. Most 
such hospitals are without sufficient 
food, fuel and clean laundry. 

The Hospital Workers Union and 
the government nurses said yester- 
day that they will join doctors and 
hospital administrators in deman- 


ding that the Health Ministry issue 
immediate directives on the auster- 
ity' measures expected. They deman- 
ded that meanwhile funds be pro- 
vided to keep the hospitals running. 
Aaron Sinner adds : Moda’i has 
agreed to release a “minimal’' sum 
to help tide the country's hospitals 
over their present crisis. Health 
Minister Mordechai Gur informed 
the Knesset Labour and Social 
Affairs Committee yesterday. 

The exact amount of the stop-gap 
assistance will be decided upon 
"within a few days." Gur added. 
Along with the funds, his office will 
send each hospital a list of emergen- 
cy measures it must take until the 
crisis passes. And. be said, he ex- 
pects the dispute with the Histad- 
rut’s Klalit health fund - for failing to 
reimburse the ministry for members' 
confinement in government hospit- 
als - to be settle soon. 

Avraham Snapiri. a Treasury 
budget department official, told the 
committee that the Health Minis- 
try's net budget for 1984 had been set 
at ISl09b.. but in fact IS118b. had 
been forwarded to the ministry. 

Snapiri warned that the additional 
funds would be forthcoming only if 
they were needed to cover expenses 
for services provided for in a hospit- 
al’s original budget. 

Following are comments by some 
hospital executives at yesterday's 
meeting: 

• Dr. Shmuel Mashiah, director of 
Hillel Yeffe Hospital: "Our 330-bed 
institution serves a population of 
219.00*3 and now limits itself to 
emergency cases. Today we ask pa- 
dents to bring along their own py- 
jamas. soap and food." 

• Dr. Moshe Moda’i. deputy 
director of Haim Sheba Medical 
Centre: “We are operating at a 103 
per cent occupancy rate. We owe 
about a billion shekels to suppliers. 
We are working from band-co- 
mouth. We try our best not to devi- 
ate from our budget." 

•Prof. Yosef Brandis, director of 
Rambam Hospital: "Instead of con- 
centrating on medicine, we spend 
most of our time thinking up ways of 
dodging bill collectors. Equipment 
to set leg fractures costs $1,500. and 
only yesterday we were inundated 
with 15 leg-fracture patients. Ex- 
isting health insurance fails to meet 
the requirements of modem medi- 
cine.”

which portrayed Israel’s decision as 
“its oniy choice" in the face of 
mounting human, material and eco- 
nomic losses in Lebanon, It went on 
to note that Lebanon "will not hesi- 
tate to exercise its legal right to use 
anything, including continued and 
^ escalated resistance against the 
occupation, to make Israel with- 
draw.” 

Lebanese newspaper comment, 
meanwhile, ranged from the* trium- 
phant to the sceptical. The pro- 
Syrian a-Sharq headlined its story: 
"Lebanese resistance triumphs. 
Enemy decides to run away.” 

The independent Beirut daily a- 
Wahar. on the other hand, appeared 
to reflect the dim hope that Israel 
may yet be bluffing, quoting un- 
named political sources as saying the 
decision “might be another maneuv- 
er to provoke bloody events in the 
south to hold the Lebanese govern- 
ment responsible before world opin- 
ion.” 

Earlier yesterday, at a meeting in 
Tel Aviv. Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin told Urquhart that Israel is 


interested in “an orderly transition” 
of the areas the Israel Defence 
Forces will vacate. The minister sug- 
gested that Unifil take over Israeli 
positions, and that after .an interim 
period these would be handed over 
by Unifil to the Lebanese Army. 

Rabin said that Israel was not 
interested in the procedure of how 
this is accomplished, but suggested 
that Nakoura be maintained as a 
place where Israel, the UN and the 
Lebanese government could coor- 
dinate their actions so as to "limit the 
chances of upheaval and disorder" 
that could result after Israel’s pull- 
back. 

Urquhart listened but made no 
commitment, saying that any rede- 
ployment of Unifil could be decided 
only by the Security Council, and 
that this could be "problematic." 

Rabin told Urquhart that Israel’s 
decision to redeploy on schedule 
would not be affected by any deci- 
sions taken by Unifil or the 
Lebanese. He warned, however, of 
the consequences if Israel’s pullback 
is followed by Lebanese and UN 
inactivity.

5,000 Ethiopian children 
already at school

More than 5.000 young olim from 
Ethiopia have already been 
absorbed into the country's educa- 
tion system, an Education Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Some 3,500 have been taken into 
nurseries, kindergartens and 
schools, while the remaining chil- 
dren, though enrolled in various 
learning institutions, are still under- 
going medical and educational ex- 
aminations. 

During a tour yesterday of educa- 
tional institutions in Par dess Hanna, 
Hadera and Kfar Vitkin, Education 
and Culture Minister Yitzhak Navon 
disclosed he has approached the 
Treasury for a budgetary supple- 
ment of $10 million to cover the cost 
of absorbing and educating 
these youngsters. 

Ya'acov Hadani, in charge of the 
absorption of the Ethiopian children 


by the country's educational institu- 
tions, told Navon that an education- 
al council charged with dealing with 
all matters pertaining to this process 
will soon be established at the behest 
of Ethiopian community leaders. 

Navon was also informed that a 
recent meeting between the minis- 
try's religious education depart- 
ment, heads of the country’s yeshi- 
vot and the two chief rabbis resulted 
in a declaration from the latter that 
the Ethiopians must be considered 
an integral part of the Jewish people 
. and that it is a mitzva to absorb these 
children into all schools, including 
yesWvot, without precondition. 

Navon concluded his tour by stat- 
ing that the Ethiopians must be sent 
to established communities in Israel 
and that to the extent that it is up to 
his ministry, the Ethiopians would 
be enrolled at well-established, pre- 
stigious schools. 


Rubinstein to table 
media plans in cabinet

Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein is to propose to 
the cabinet "within six week”s that, 
a commercial second television 
channel outside the control of the 
Broadcasting Authority and a 
franchise system of cable TV stations 
be established. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday. Rubinstein 
said he would try to obtain the 
approval of Ministers Yitzhak Sha- 
mir. Yitzhak Moda’i and Yitzak 
Navon before bringing the proposal 
to the cabinet. 

The minister is concerned that 
150,000 families around the country 
received the pirate cable TV broad- 
casts of illegal companies. Many of 
them broadcast hard-core pornogra- 
phy to subscribers, whose children 
view these shows when their parents 
are out,' he said. Despite ministry 
efforts to shut down these stations, 
their existence could lead to the 
establishment of similar stations by- 
Arab inciters of Jewish racists in the 
style of Meir Kahane supporters, he 
said. 

Regulating cable stations would 
prevent this development, and also 
provide an alternative for the public. 


who are losing interest in TV fare 
being offered by the Broadcasting 
Authority. Rubinstein said. 

Rubinstein is adamant that a 
second - and commercial - channel 
be established in two years on the 
British or some other European 
model. 

Education and Culture Minister 
Yitzhak Navon has voiced support 
for a second channel, but has not 
ruled out the possibility of its being 
controlled by Educational TV. 

Rubinstein's office notes that the 
Kubersky Commission of a few years 
ago recommended that a second 
channel be independent. 

Rubinstein recently met in closed 
session- with newspaper editors and 
publishers and tried to persuade 
them that a commercial TV channel 
would not hurt the press if the papers 
invested in the new operation and 
reaped some of the profits. 

The advent of a second channel, 
was part of the agreement between 
the Labour Party and Shinud. (which 
Rubinstein leads) when the govern- 
ment was established. 

As for the cable TV proposal, the 
country would be divided into re- 
gions. each of which would be 
“given" to a franchise operator who 
won a public tender. 


Sharon camp sweeps branch election

TEL AVIV. - The Herat establish- 
ment is reeling at the sweeping vic- 
tory by the camp of Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon in the 
internal elections in the party's Re- 
hovot branch. 

The results, released yesterday, 
showed that the pro-Sharon slate 
swept all 41 members of the branch 
councils. It was beaded by Zvi Shor. 
the World Zionist Organization Set- 
tlement Department's chief en- 
gineer. 

Seventy per cent of the more than 
1.000 eligible vorers came to vote. 

It is understood that at least one 
third of the members joined in the 
past two years, a sizeable number of 
them relative newcomers from the 
Soviet Union, like the new branch 
leader. 

Well-informed sources at party 
headquarters regard this vote as an 
indication of strong pro-Sharon 
sentiment among the grass roots. 
They believe that in the party’s inter- 
nal elections later this year, the pro- 
Sharon Forces are likely to sweep 
branches from Rishon Lezion to 


Gedera. Even Lod Mayor Maxime 
Levy, brother of Deputy Premier 
David Levy is expected to have a stiff 
fight to retain control of his branch. 

The only nationally known leader 
certain to be re-elected is Yavne 
Mayor Meir Shitrit. MK. who is 
regarded as affiliated to the faction 
of Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir. 


Wizo president makes 
appeal lor funds

Likud MKs angry at ministers

TEL AVTV. - Likud ministers are 
in hot water with their party's Knes- 
set members for ignoring the Knes- 
set faction before Monday’s cabinet 
vote on the Lebanon withdrawal. 

The Likud’s MKs appeared 
yesterday to be far angrier and more 
anxious about the cabinet decision 
than their ministers. Much of the 
frustration was directed towards the 
two ministers who "betrayed” the 
Likud-Deputy Premier David Levy 
and Science Minister Gideon Patt. 
The Likud's coalition allies. 
Morasha and Shas. also did not 
escape the Likud MKs wrath for 
voting with Labour for the phased 
withdrawal from Lebanon. 

MK Michael Dekel. one of the 
Herat members closest to Vice- 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir was furious 
yesterday over the fact that "the 
Knesset faction was ignored by its 
leaders at a time when we are clearly 
pitted in a struggle over the very 
political future of the Likud." 

Liberal Benny Shalita asserted: 
"The great traumatic moment will 
come when the first Katyushas rain 
down again on Kiryat Shmona. It is 
crystal clear that what will happen 


then will be that Labour will pass the 
buck to the Likud and will manage to ; 
■ blame us for the new Katyushas. The 
way David Levy voted will make it 
possible for Labour to blame the 
Likud." 

Pinhas Goldstein, also of the 
Liberals and very close to Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i. argued: 
"It is irresponsible for the ministers 
to vote as they please on such a 
critical issue. They simply should not 
have voted till they aftended the 
faction meeting." 

Several Herat MKs expressed a 
deeper fear in regard to Shas and 
Morasha. If these two parties, seen 
as the closest Likud allies . could vote 
as rhey did on the Lebanon issue, 
what guarantee could the Likud 
have that they will toe the Likud line 
in case of a crucial cabinet vote on 
.the- future of Judea and Samaria. 
One prominent Herat MK told The 
Jerusalem Post that "The Likud on 
Monday lost its allies. We -can'^ be 
sure of anyone." 

But no' one spoke of vengeful 
actions against these parties. The 
Likud, for example, was not moved 
to even consider not supporting the 
religious parties on the Who is a Jew 
issue, which is due to come up in the 


Knesset today. Thus, the Likud was 
mobilizing its MTCs and was flying. 
Eliyahu Ben-Elissar back from 
France, for example. Only Ariel 
Sharon will probably remain in New 
York, for the outcome of his libel 
suit against Time magazine. 

There was also much ill will to- 
wards the Alignment in the Likud 
faction yesterday. The MKs labelled 
their ministers as "political inno- 
cents." who were taken in by the 
wiles of seasoned Labour strategists. 

David Levy himself, who voted 
for the withdrawal proposal, argued 
last night that the cabinet vote was 
“not on party lines.” 

’’Heaven forbid that 
the cabinet should be divided 
according to party lines on such 
issues. This was a matter for each 
minister’s conscience and interpreta- 
tion of the situation. Even Shamir 
said so. I did not reach my own 
decision lightly. I spent much time 
studying the situation and decided to 
go along with die recommendations 
of the General Staff. Each phase of 
the withdrawal will be re-examined 
when the time comes, according to 
the situation that develops: so> 
Galilee has not been abandoned to 
its fate." Levy said emphatically. 


Zamir to Gurel and Labour Party: 


Toil must repay $40, 000 to Haifa’

HAIFA. - Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak Zamir yesterday ordered 
Mayor Arye Gurel and the local 
branch of the Labour Party to pay 
the municipality $40,000 it spent on 
publishing a pre-election booklet on 
City Hall's achievements during 
Gurel's term. 

Zamir found that the publication 
and distribution of the brochure, 
called “Things Move in Haifa” 
[Dvarim Zazim B’ Haifa), violated 
the Election Law and was a criminal 
offence. 

But he derided not to institute 
proceedings against any individual 
involved in the publication, because 
it has been a common practice for 
many other local authorities to pub- 
lish similar bookies at the end of 
their administrations. 

Zamir intends to issue a directive 
to all local authorities warning that 
in the future, publications of this 
kind before elections could lead to 
prosecutions. 

He ordered those responsible for 
the Haifa booklet to repay the print- 
ing and publication costs, which 
totalled nearly $40,000. 

The booklet was distributed by the 
City Hall before October 1983 muni- 
cipal elections. 

• Professor Yehudit Naot. the Ste- 
mii candidate in the elections, had 
complained to the Central Election 
Committee about the pamphlet. 

Elections Committee chairman 
Supreme Court President Justice 
Meir Shamgar ruled that the booklet 
did. indeed, violate the Elections 


Law and he banned its distribution 
until after the elections. 

At that time, Gurel maintained 
that the booklet was merely a sum- 
mary of the municipality's activities 
to mark the end of the administra- 
tion and was not intended as election 
propaganda. 

Naot later explained to the police 
that Gurel and the municipal spokes- 
man had used public funds for poli- 
tical purposes. 

The complaint was investigated by 
the National Police Fraud Depart- 
ment. After several months of in- 
quiries. the police referred the mat- 
ter to the state attorney with a re- 
commendation to institute criminal 
proceedings against those involved 
in the publication. 

An indictment was prepared 
against Gurel and the municipality’s 
spokesman, and forwarded for 
approval to the attorney-general. 


who announced his finding yester- 
day. 

Naot said yesterday she was 
pleased to have been instrumental in 
ensuring that the cost of producing 
the booklet would be repaid to the 
municipality. 

“I hope that the attorney-general 
ensures that the legal fees for this 
case will not be taken out of the 
municipality's coffers,” she said. 

She added that other pamphlets 
and even some films had been pro- 
duced prior to the election at an 
estimated cost of $50,000 and this, 
too. should be repaid. 

-Gurel said last night that he was 
satisfied with the attorney-general's 
derision not to blame any individual. 
Her was also pleased that Zamir had 
now dosed the file on the matter. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
the Labour Party will pay City Hall 
the full $40,000.

U.S. wants Belgium to decide 
soon on nuclear missiles 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). -.The 
Reagan administration has urged 
Belgium to make a final decision 
soon on deploying U.S. nuclear mis- 
siles, fearing "that any delay could 
weaken Washington's position at 
new arms-control talks with Mos- 
cow. 

President Reagan had more than 
two hours of talks with Belgian 
Prime Minister Wilfried Martens on 
Monday, hut failed to win a pledge 
to deploy 48 cruise missiles Brussels 
had agreed in principle to begin 
installing in March. 

Instead. Martens, who was to 
have left Washington late yesterday, 
told Reagan his government wouid 
make a decision on deployment 
shortly before the missiles are due to 
be put in place. 


Belgium and the Netherlands are 
the only two of five Nato countries 
which have not yet accepted their 
share of 572 U.S. cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles to be deployed 
under a 1979 North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization accord. 

One U.S. official said Washington 
was confident “the Belgian govern- 
ment is doing its best to carry out its 
obligations to the alliance." but 
Reagan was concerned that any de- 
lay could undermine the American 
position at new arms talks stemming 
from last week's Soviei-U.S. foreign 
ministerial meeting in Geneva. 

But while Washington sees a uni- 
fied Nato stand on continued de- 
ployment as vital to a strong U.S. 
bargaining position. Moscow is 
warning the missiles could threaten 
the success of the talks. 


Blacks boycott South Africa schools 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
Riot police fired tear gas at a ram- 
paging mob estimated at up to l .000 
yesterday as black school boycotts 
continued to grip South Africa, 
police and education officials said. 

Police said they used tear gas as 
SOG to 1,000 blacks threw stones in 
Sebokeng. a black township about 
50 km south of Johannesburg. 

Thousands of pupils in pan of 
Sebokeng boycotted classes in con- 
tinuing boycotts around the country 
over grievances that included cor- 
poral punishment and student repre- 
sentation. education officials said. 


Sebonkene had some of the worst 
rioting last year when more than 170 
people died throughout South Afri- 
ca. 

A survey of the nation's 1.7 mil- 
lion black pupils outside the so- 
called tribal homelands showed 
attendance ranged from nil in some 
Cape province schools to 100 per 
cent in East Rand schools. 

HANDGUN. - The U.S. Army 
yesterday ended four years of search 
and picked the Italian Beretta 9mm 
handgun to replace the old colt .45.

Neves chosen 
president 
of Brazil 

BRASILIA (Reuter). - Opposition 
candidate Tancredo Neves won a 
sweeping victory yesterday as Brazil 
elected its first civilian president in 
21 years. 

Neves. 74. will take office on 
March 15 when General Joao 
Figueiredo. the fifth soldier- 
president since a coup in 1964. ends 
his six-year term. 

Neves, of the opposition Brazilian 
Democratic Movement Party, re- 
ceived 480 votes in the 686-member 
electoral college. 

The victory for Neves had been 
widely expected because of defec- 
tions from Paulo Malufs Social 
Democratic Party (PDS). 

Neves has said his first task as 
president will be to ensure that his 
successor is chosen by direct popular 
vote rather than the electoral col- 
lege. which he regards as undemo- 
cratic. 

He said his tern) would be devoted 
to peaceful transition to a free, re- 
sponsible and just society in Brazil, 
which has the third world's biggest 
debt of about $100 billion and infla- 
tion of around 200 per cent a year.

Press plays up Chernenko 
as Sofia summit postponed 


MOSCOW. - The official Soviet 
press kept President Konstantin 
Chernenko firmly in the public eye 
yesterday after the last-minute post- 
ponement of a Warsaw Pact summit 
set off fresh diplomatic speculation 
about the state of his health. 

Western diplomats said Cher- 
nenko's shaky health seemed the 
only likely reason for Monday's 
announcement that the summit, due 
to begin yesterday in the Bulgarian 
capital of Sofia, had been put off 
indefinitely. 

The Soviet leader, who is 73. suf- 
fers from emphysema, a chest ail- 


ment. and doctors say he has been 
advised to avoid severe cold and 
trips by plane. 

The summit of East Bloc Com- 
munist Party and government lead- 
ers was postponed “by mutual agree- 
ment." the official news agency Tass 
announced. 

No further explanation was given. 

In Sofia, officials of the Bulgarian 
Foreign Ministry had set up a special 
press centre at a Sofia hotel to hand 
out accreditations to dozens of fore- 
ign journalists who arrived Monday 
for the summit. (Reuter. AP). 


Last 6 E. Germans leave Bonn embassy 


BONN (Reuter). - The last six East 
Germans staging a sit-in at West 
Germany's embassy in Prague to try 
to win the right to immigrate to the 
West left the building for home 
yesterday, diplomatic sources in 
Bonn said. 

The departure of the would-be 
emigrants ended a 16-weefc episode 
during which at one point up to 160 
East Germans were camped in the 
embassy in a bid to force rheir gov- 


ernment to allow them to leave for 
the West. 

After intense negotiation between 
the two German governments, all 
the East Germans were allowed 
to go to the West. Their success 
started a wave of similar attempts. 

The diplomatic sources said 
yesterday the last six would-be emig- 
rants in Prague left in two groups, 
one bound for Dresden, the other 
for East Berlin. 


Kennedy plans action on apartheid 


BOSTON (Reuter). - Senator Ed- 
ward Kennedy has returned home 
from a trip to South Africa and said 
he plans to submit to the U.S Con- 
gress proposals designed to discour- 
age the apartheid system 1 of racial 

-separationJhere. 

Kennedy said his one-week tour 
left him more strongly opposed than 
ever to the Reagan administration's 
policy of “constructive engage- 
ment." under which Washington has 
generally muted criticism of South 
Africa's racial policies. 

Kennedy would not give details of 
any sanctions against South Africa 


that he might propose to Congress, 
but said the only people he talked to 
in South Africa who are opposed to 
“disinvestment" by U.S. corpora- 
tions were whites. 

• Nearly 350 U.S. companies do 
business in South Africa with an 
estimated direct investment of be- 
tween S2-3 billion. 

Kennedy said he plans to work in a 
non-partisan way with members of 
the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to pass proposals that 
would seek to bring pressure on the 
Pretoria government to end apar- 
theid. 


Reviled Chinese teachers may get ‘tribute day* 


PEKING (Reuter). - China's 
teachers, reviled and often mis- 
treated during past radical campaigns, 
could soon enjoy the ultimate in 
rehabilitation - a national day of 
tribute. 

The government, concerned at 
low morale and falling recruitment 
in the profession, plans to designate 
September 10 as National Teachers’ 
Day. the New China News Agency 
said yesterday. 


Last month, the Education Minis- 
try announced wage increases for all 
of the country’s 9.5 million primary 
and secondary school teachers who, 
in the words of the China Daily , 
suffer from low political and social 
status, very low pay and poor hous- 
ing. 

The moves reflect official worries 
that the raising of educational levels 
is not keeping pace with rapid econo- 
mic growth. 


London women are Britain’s lustiest, says poll 


LONDON (Reuter). - London 
women have the largest sexual appe- 
tites in Britain, according to a maga- 
zine poll published today. 

Company magazine said nearly a 
third of women questioned in the 
British capital had sex five or more 
times a week. 

Nearly a third ofthose women 
questioned in tbe industrial mid- 
lands. where unemployment is rife, 
said once a week was enough. 

The magazine based its findings 
on the views of 6.000 women under 
35: a quarter were married or living 


with a partner. 

Around three-quarters said drink 
or pornography aroused them and as 
many said they enjoyed oral sex. 

But group sex proved a failure for 
most of the 16 per cent who had tried 
it. 

Spaniards expel Soviet 

MADRID (Reuter). - The Soviet 
cultural attache in Spain, Yuri 
Kolesnikov, was expelled on Friday 
for alleged espionage, official 
sources said yesterday. 


big freeze 
toll at 120 

PARIS (Reuter). - Arctic weather 
gripping Europe claimed four more 
lives vesterday as heavy snowstorms 
and ice disrupted travel and in- 
creased the damage to agriculture. 

Three deaths in France brought 
the number of fatalities due to the 
cold spell of the last 10 days to 120. 
They included two vagrants and a 
mother of three who drowned after 
her car skidded on ice and plunged 
into a canal. 

Fresh snowstorms hit Spain where 
the bitter weather has killed at least 
36 persons and caused millions of 
dollars of damage ro crops. 

The Madrid police have picked up 
more than 200 vagrants in the last 
three days to protect them from 
temperatures of minus b centigrade. 

Heavy frost in Portugal has left 
some 2.000 workers idle, official 
reported. 

In Italy, media estimates of dam- 
age to agriculture are as high as 
$3 billion" with eight of the coun- 
try’s 20 regions having asked the 
goverment to declare a state of natu- 
ral calamity in their areas. 

Turin. Milan. Genoa and Trieste 
airports were closed yesterday after 
heavy snowstorms. 

West Germany, where the max- 
imum temperature was only minus 
10°C.. braced for further snow- 
storms. with Cologne registering its 
coldest night for 43 years Monday 
night when the mercury plunged to 
minus 24°C. The River Danube was 
closed and icebreakers cleared the 
frozen River Moselle. 

In Austria, a I5th death from the 
cold was recorded. Chaos continued 
on the roads, with one newspaper 
reporting 5.000 cars involved in acci- 
dents in the last three days. In Vienna, 
gravediggers demanded a 15 per 
cent bonus because of the iron-hard 
frozen ground. 

Rumania was particularly hard-hit 
among East European countries. 
"There is no hot water, heating or 
gas in most flats, no baths and no 
cooking,” a diplomat in Bucharest 
reported. 

Meanwhile, in Holland, a 12-year- 
old boy rowed several hundred 
metres in a dinghy to rescue 12 
children from an icefloe being blown 
towards a busy shipping lane on the 
former Zuyder See . 


Kanaks say killing 
of leader Machoro 
was deliberate 

NOUMEA. New Caledonia (Reu- 
ter). - Black militant leader Eloi 
Machoro. shot by policemen in 
France's Pacific territory of New 
Caledonia, was buried yesterday as 
his supporters accused the author- 
ities of premeditated murder. 

But the militant Melanesian 
Kanaks said they were still prepared 
ro hold independence talks with the 
French. 

Machoro. whose killing prompted 
the declaration of a state of 
emergency, was lowered into a grave 
in his home village as hundreds of 
tribeswomen wept. 

The French authorities slightly 
eased the curfew ordered under the 
emergency, imposed to check strife 
between white settlers and Kanaks. 

Nineteen persons have been killed 
in violence in the territory over the 
past two months. 

Kanaks. who make up 43 per cent 
of the 145,000 people in the terri- 
tory, said Machoro was deliberately 
shot with the collusion of French 
High Commissioner Edgard Pisani. 

Meanwhile, the Council of State. 
France's highest judicial body, ruled 
Monday night that the state of 
emergency declared in New Caledo- 
nia is legal. 

The emergency was contested in 
court Mondav.

Also involved are 
the Italian Partisans Association and 
ordinary Italians from all over the 
country. 

. Major Reder Walter - as he signs 
himself - is actively engaged in writ- 
ing to everyone he feels might be 
useful in helping him gain his liberty: 
the pope, the "people of Marzabot- 
to, the Italian ANSA news agency 
and even the reputedly neo-Nazi 
. Austrian Linz Gymnastics .Associa- 
tion Journal , to which he turned in 
- the name “of old and faithful ties.” 


THE FIRST TO SPEAK of in- 
tervening on Reder's behalf was a 
Jesuit priest, Giuseppe de Gennar- 
on. In an article for Civilia Caitolica 
last October, he cited "humanita- 
rian’* reasons and bis conviction of 
Reder’s sincere "repenrence." 

The Vatican Radio interviewed 
Father de Gennarom, who found 
allies in the Marzabono parish priest 
and Father Germane Greganti. 
president of the Prison and Com- 
munity Association. 

Italy has repeatedly resisted Aus- 
trian diplomatic pressure (dating 
back to the chancellorship of Brubo 
Kreisky) to release Reder by shifting 
moral responsibility for the eventual 
decision to the victim’s relatives. 

The latest referendum in Marza- 
botzo was in line with all preceding 
ones, resulting in an outspoken "no" to 
letting Reder off his last six months 
*j in prison. (Out of 149 survivors who 
voted in (be town square, only one 
was in favour of releasing him.) 
However, the Italian government 
still has the last word. 

Also in favour of Reder’s early 
release are some non-Catholics who

consider repentance a subjective 
matter and legally irrelevant. 

SOCIAL DEMOCRAT member of 
parliament Luigi Preti has called for 
a parliamentary debate on the issue 
holding it "absurd that the only ones 
left to pay for the most criminal and 
enormous tragedy of modem history 
after 40 years are the military 
murderer of Marzabotto and- 90- 
year-old Rudolph Hess." 

Reder could reportedly be re- 
leased on the basis of the Geneva 
Convention because of his physical 
condition (he has had several opera- 
tions for cancer and suffers from 
arteriosclerosis) and his status as an 
ex-prisoner of war. 

Yet the people of Marzabotto, led 
by Mayor Criucchi, stand firm on 
Simon Wiesenthal's claim (recently 
publicized by the Italian press) that 
“war criminals can be forgiven only 
by their victims." In rebuttal, there 
are those who argue that justice in a 
democracy is ensured by the objec- 
tivity of a jury which never includes 
anyone emotionally involved in the 
trial. 

Several political spokesmen have 
expressed annoyance at what they 
consider political interference by in- 
dividual clergymen - including the 
Marzabotto parish priest - in impos- 
ing the concept of "Christian for- 
giveness” on the state’s legal appar- 
atus. 

On the other hand, the Vatican's 
official Osservatore Romano pub- 
lished a subdued editorial on De- 
cember 1. "It is not easy to express 
an opinion in the face of so much 
unending pain." wrote the Vatican 
paper, adding that while it is "a 
Christian duty to forgive," this re- 
quires “special grace." It is not for- 
tuitous that some Marzabotto survi- 
vors have stated, "that Reder will 
find forgiveness from God but not 
from man," concluded the editorial. 

REDER’S LETTERS, in the order 
in which they were made public, 
become progressively more self- 
contradictory in terms of the man’s 
awareness of and his present rela- 
tionship with bis Nazi past. 

In his letter to the pope, the ex-SS 
major tells John Paul II of his "con- 
stant anxiety" with regard to 
"memories of the facts for which I 
was condemned... in which my men 
and I were overcome by events and 
circumstances much stronger than 
ourselves.. .only my faith." writes 


Reder, “prevents me from going 
insane.” 

Reder then lists a series of perso- 
nalities who have spoken in his 
favour: the president of the Austrian 
republic, historian Silvio Bertoldi. 
father Giuseppe de Gennaro. Italian 
military Archbishop Bonicelli and 
Cardinal Koenig of Austria. 

He "humbly beseeches the Holy 
Father" to intercede with the Italian 
authorities for his early release 
which would not call for “a political 
act of grace, but simply an adminis- 
trative measure of the executive." 

The second letter made public was 
the one addressed to the Marzabotto 


townspeople, written on December 
27. just before the town’s referen- 
dum. Here Reder claims he no lon- 
ger carries within himself "the smal- 
lest part of the ideology which in my 
youth poisoned the world in which I 
grew up." He begs for forgiveness, 
asking to be considered "an unhappy 
brother." 

Right after the Marzabotto re- 
ferendum, the Ansa news agency 
received and published a letter Re- 
der had written on December 26, in 
an entirely different style. “I am fed 
up with reading in the Italian and 
foreign press for the past 40 years.” 
states Reder. “that I am held re- 
sponsible for 1.830 Italian victims in 


Marzabotto at the end of Septem- 
ber. beginning of October. 1944. 
This statement is ;s gross historical 
and legislative lie." 

“THE TRUTH IS." continues Re- 
der. citing the sentences of the milit- 
ary courts of Bologna. Rome and 
Bari in 1951. 1954 and 1980. "that I 
and my troops were declared re- 
sponsible for about 270 civilian vic- 
tims during the attack of my batta- 
lion against the Stella Rossa partisan 
formation between Val Di Sette and 
Monte Sole on September 29. 30 and 
October 5." The total of 1.830 vic- 
tims. claims Reder. were tolled be- 
tween September S. 1943 and 


November 1. 1944 and could not 
have been caused by his command, 
which was effective for oaiy three 
days and not 14 months. 

Red.er seems to have forgotten 
that the sentence of the Bologna 
court in 1951 (with which Marzabot- 
ro‘s mayor and historians such as 
Luigi Arbizzani concurred) does not 
attribute either 1 .830 deaths to the 
Austrian major (this was the total 
number of Nazi victims in the area 
including Italian partisans) nor 
"only 270." but a total of 600. 

IN HIS LETTER to Ansa, in 
which he talked of “ corpse- 
counting." Reder also accuses the 
Italian authorities of having re- 
moved commemorative plaques and 
victims’ photos from the Marzabotto 
mausoleum “because amongst 
them there were those who are... still 
alive today." This, plus the Marza- 
bono parish priest’s complaints that 
Mayor Criucchi ignored letters from 
Marzabotto survivors who did not 
show up for the votes but were in 
favour of clemency, elicited an 
angry, defensive reply from the 
mayor, published in the form of an 
interview. 

Father Germano Greganti sent 
the mayor a telegram which read: "I 
learn from the newspapers of your 
unleashed fury against Reder and 
against the historical truth. This is 
not a measure of either civil or 
political wisdom, and even less of 
human or Christian wisdom. I hope 
that it is not unextinguished fratri- 
cidal madness in a different guise.” 

Certainly Reder's sudden focusing 
on “the number of corpses” came as 
a shock to Italian opinion. Simon 
Wiesenthal's reaction in Vienna was 
immediately publicized here. Re- 
der's latest letter, said Wiesenthai. 
"reflects the extreme cynicism of 
neo-Nazi propaganda, which holds 
that there were less than six million 
Jews murdered in the Holocaust." 
but. Wiesenthai adds, "even if Re- 
der had ordered the killing of ‘only’ 
270 people, he would still be a 
murderer.” 

Ex-socialist member of parlia- 
ment Giovanni Ferrara of the Inde- 
pendent Left said in La Repubblica 
on January 5. that rhe Italian Gov- 
ernment should take “into the high* 
est account" the vote of Marzabot- 
to’s survivors and leave Reder to 
finish his term in Gaeta prison. He 
objects to the “interference" of local 
and non-local clergy, which, he says. 


confuses things in the name of "the 
duty to forgive.” 

Ferrara's lengthy article, which 
attempts to clarify rhe issues, ends 
with a reference to Reder's greetings 
to the Ausrrian gymnastics associa- 
tion. which were “pure Nazi nostal- 
gia. We have forgotten everything," 
writes Ferrara, "the war. the past, 
and we look towards the future. But 
we have not forgotten Nazism." 

“This penitent, concludes Fer- 
rara. "transformed into a repugnani 
counter of corpses, frankly seems to 
us unworthy of any humanitarian 
considerations." 

A MORE balanced perspective is 
taken by Alberto dall’Ora in a Cor- 
riere Della Sera editorial on January 
7. The Marzabotto referendum had 
to result in a no. it said, because 
theirs is an unequivocal statement 
that cannor be translated other than 
"we cannot forget: we must not 
forget." 

But the legal system of a free 
society represents rhe very values 
men like Reder wanted to destroy, 
and according to Italy's legal system. 
Reder’s imprisonment ended on July 
14. 1980. Five additional years of 
'conditional liberty* were inflicted 
“in his interest... with the author- 
ities* option to intervene in the pris- 
oner of war’s favour (according to 
the Bari military court sentence). 

Reder. freed after having served 
"a just sentence according io law. 
would be a witness to the civility of 
our nation." says dall’Ora. 

A READER’S LETTER published 
by La Repubblica on December 30 
contains an eloquent suggestion. 
Luigi Pedrazzi refers to a forgotten 
and anonymous German soldier who 
died in the Marzabotto massacre 
because he refused to obey Reder's 
orders. Let us first find his name, 
comfort his relatives, and render him 
due honour in Marzabotto with the 
participation of Germans today. 
Only after doing this should we be- 
gin to think of liberating Reder. 

Another letter to the paper refers 
to “the arrogance of Reder's letters, 
in which he declares himself fed up 
with reading about his massacres in 
the Italian and foreign press. 

"They are a slanderous offence to 
the memory of all victims of Nazism 
and their families. From this alone 
we can surmise the manner in which 
Reder is planning to utilize his immi- 
nent freedom." 


Resettling refugees

FEW PEOPLE could look at James 
Carlin’s engraved business card and 
identify the organization be heads - 
the International Committee for 
. Migration, based in Geneva. But the 
ICM, established in 1952, is re- 
sponsible for moving more then 3.4 
million refugees to permanent 
homes around the world. 

• Carlin, who recently made hjs 
second visit to Israel at the invitation 
of Jewish Agency treasurer Akiva 
Lewinsky, is proud of the fact that 
the ICM assisted in the aliya of 
400.000 Jews to Israel over the past 
30 years, including Rumanians, 
Hungarians, Moroccans, Iraqis, 
Yemenites and Russians. 


The tall redhead, a former State 
Department official, was elected to 
his post five years ago by representa- 
tives of the 29 free world countries 
that comprise the ICM. The interna- 
tional organization has no. connec- 
tion with the UN. “That is thanks to 
the foresight of the wise men “who 
founded it,” says Carlin with a smile. 
"They understood that such an orga- 
nization should be outside the UN." 

With a budget of $100 million a 
year (most of it provided by the. 
U.S.), the ICM does the processing 
of refugees, including documenta- 
tion and visas, as well as the physical 
moving, mostly by plane. In 1984 
alone, it moved some 130,000 people 


from one country to another. Over 
600 staffers work for the committee, 
over half of them in South East Asia. 

While resettlement work is its 
main task, the ICM also recruits 
immigrants in Western coun- 
tries who have obtained skills and 
professions and sends them to their 
native countries for permanent re- 


settlement. Over 3,000 such people 
have been moved voluntarily. 

MOST OF the skilled workers in- 
volved in this programme returned 
to Latin America. Some of them 
even left the U.S., where they had 
good jobs. "The ICM works on a 
case-by-case, personal basis. This is 


difficult, but we’ve learned how to 
do it.” says Carlin. The immigrants 
in the Wesr are located through 
universities, ethnic communal orga- 
nizations, the media and by word of 
mouth. Those who are assured a 
good job in their native country are 
often attracted by the idea of return- 
ing to help their countrymen. 


I ask whether the ICM has 
been approached by Israeli offi- 
cials on bringing yordim back to 
Israel. Carlin. looking a bit sur- 
prised. says that Yehuda Dominitz, 
director-general of the Jewish Agen- 
cy's aliya department did broach the 
subject. "If the agency or the Israel 
government did ask for help, we 
would agree,” he says. 

In addition to the reverse-brain- 
drain programme, the ICM also lo- 
cates professionals in the West who 
are willing to settle permanently in 
developing countries. Over 30.000 
have done so under ICM auspices. 
The organization is in close contact 
with the Jewish Agency; Israel 


joined the ICM in 1953, and was one 
of the first members. 

Carlin has only praise for Israel's 
campaign to bring in Jews, including 
the impoverished and persecuted. 
And its absorption facilities 
are among the best "in the world. 
“Israel can be a model for evety- 
one." The ICM assisted the Jewish 
Agency in bringing over 160.000 
Soviet Jews to Israel in the past 15 
years. 

Helping refugees to resettle, Car- 
lin concluded, is “very satisfying 
work." And the ICM continues its 
mission, year after year, with very 
little fanfare. 


Winning friends

THE GERM AN - ISRAELI 
friendship society will soon die a 
natural death if it continues along its 
present path, vice president Gerhard 
Jahn told participants at a recent 
conference in Bonn. 

Jahn. 47. a former minister of 
justice in the Bonn Government and 
imrliamentary floor leader of the 
Social-Democratic faction in the 
Bundestag, is expected to become 
the society’s president in the au- 
tumn. 

■ The society, he explained in an 
interview with The Jerusalem Post, 
was founded nearly 20 years ago by a 
generation which '‘bore the political 
responsibility" for the Holocaust. 
But political developments of the 
last few years have robbed German- 


Israeli relations of much of their 
attractiveness for German youth, 
and this presents a problem iii trans- 
ferring the workload to younger 
shoulders. 

On the one hand, says Jahn, 
there has been “far-reaching norma- 
lization" in ties between the two 
countries. Good relations are self- 
evident, and the special relationship 
with Israel now needs explaining, 
especially to the younger genera- 
tion. Younger Germans are not so 


easily prepared to rake sides in the 
Middle East conflict. "Their view of 
Israel is more critical." 

On the other hand, he says, the 
policies of earlier governments play- 
ed their role. "It is no secret that the 
Begin government in particular did 
not bend over backwards to make 
German-Israeli relations any 
easier." 

IF JAHN DOES become the 
German-Israeli friendship society’s 


next president, he. will try to make 
German-Jewish relations more 
topical in German policy. The socie- 
ty's large annual conferences, he 
notes, "offer an opportunity for rais- 
ing topics for which there would 
otherwise be no forum, like German 
arms exports and German-Israeli 
economic relations." 

Regarding the latter, Jahn points 
out that it is not only in the case of 
Israel that medium-sized companies., 
which are of special importance, are 
reluctant to invest. They are particu- 
larly hesitant to go outside Europe. 

Relations between countries are 
“fed by economics, not just by mor- 
als," says Jahn. 

With Israel, however, “the moral 
side was a precondition for every- 
thing else." Jahn, for one. favours 


increasing the role of economics in 
links between the two countries. But 
for this, “a certain consolidation of 
the Israeli economy is necessary." 

An integration of the groups 
which make up Israeli society, in- 
cluding its minorities, “would no 
doubt make our work in the Federal 
Republic easier.” says Jahn. who 
is happy that this year for the first 
time, an Israeli Arab, Muhammad 
Watad. took part in the German- 
Israeli conference. 

Asked whether, in the final analy- 
sis. German-Israeli relations can 
only be as good as relations between 
Jews and Arabs in Israel, Jahn re- 
plies: "Today this is noLas urgent as 
it will be tomorrow, but in the long 
run. the answer can only be yes." 


A life of service 


TODAY marks the shloshim of one 
of Haifa's most respected citizens. 
David Freeman's life was one long 
story of service. Over half was spent 
in England, in Manchester, where he 
! was born; and the rest in Israel. 

His was a name to conjure with 
among Manchester Jewry in the days 
before Israel became a state. There 
was not a committee connected with 
Jewish education or Zionism in 
which he was not involved. He 
talked, wrote and lectured incessant- 
ly about the causes to which he was 
devoted: the expansion of Hebrew 
education: the advocacy of Zionism; 
the unrelenting battle against racial 
prejudice and anti-Semitism. 


He was a natural choice for the 
Northern Regional directorship of 
the Trades Advisory Council, set up 
by British Jewry before World War 
II to improve relations between Jew- 
ish manufacturers and basin ess men 
and the local trade unions. When be 
eventually settled in Haifa, his Spon- 
sorship of a Better Business Bureau 
and his presidency of the Haifa Rot- 
ary Club provided a further testing- 
ground for the experience he gained 
in Lancashire and later as secretary 


of the Palestine Potash Co. (1946- 
4S). In the newly-created Israel Civil 
Service, he served as deputy foreign 
exchange controller for the North- 
ern District in 1948-49. 

David was one of the nine British 
Zionists who founded Patwa 
(Professional and Technical Work- 
ers’ Aliya) while London was suffer- 
ing the Nazi blitz. He spent years on 
committees of the British Zionist 
Federation and the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, bringing the Zionist mes- 


sage to Lancashire MPs. He prac- 
tised what he preached and settled in 
Palestine with his wife Debbie as 
soon as the war ended. 

Theirs was an "open house" for 
new immigrants and countless indi- 
viduals who required a helping hand 
and an understanding heart. No 
wonder, then, that he found new 
avenues for voluntary service in 
Hitahduth Olei Britaxmnia. Rotary 
the Masons and finally in the found- 
ing of the highly-regarded Conserva- 
tive congregation (“'Moriah”) on 
Mount Carmel, and in the nation- 
wide Masorati Movement. 

Ever a hard and methodical work- 


er, he found time for his family 
despite the demands of professional 
duties and his involvement in all his 
"causes." In between, he managed 
to write several plays (some of which 
were staged at the Jewish Drama 
Festivals in Manchester) and to con- 
tribute articles on Jewish and Zionist 
topics to the local and foreign press. 

David Freeman earned and de- 
served “the crown of a good name." 
Those of us who were privileged to 
know him will always recall his mod- 
esty. tolerance and remarkable pow- 
ers of conciliation. He taught us all 
about "the quality of life."

TEL AVIV. - What problem most 
worries industrialists today? 

Surprisingly, it is uncertainty, and 
noi the expected long negotiations 
leading up to the second package 
deal, ft' anything, this package deal 
will be welcomed by most of them, if 
it is for at least six months, and if it 
provides for periodic adjustments. 
For the second package deal will 
help solve what one manufacturer 
called “our most serious problem - 
uncertainty." 

As always, all respondents were 
promised complete anonymity to 
allow them to express themselves 
with complete freedom. 

A tear ago. things were bad. for 
wc could only plan three months 
ahead. But today, things are much 
nurse, we can plan only tour to six 
weeks ahead, and we are in abusi- 
ness where we should be able to 
arrange our affairs for at least 12 to 
is months in the future, if not for 
several vear*. Playing it by ear in 
Israel when our counterparts abroad 
can take definite steps, is not very 
helpful. Compared to this uncertain- 
tv . all other problems are secondary. 
\Ve want a road map. we need a 
sense of direction." the manufactur- 
er said. 

Another gave an example of the 
present “era of uncertainty-'. In 
1 Q$ 2 . he said, the law on taxes in 
inflationary times was passed. "At 
first, we couldn't make head or tail 
of it. But as soon os we learned to 
h\e with it. the government decided 
10 adopt the proposals of the Stein- 
hern Commitee. These proposals 
more or less consist of two parts: 
Orders of the Year regulations for 
IV-S5 and a revised set of regulations 
lor 1<W6. So. we will have to go 
through the bookkeeping hells of 
adjusting to two new sets of tax 
regulations within two years.” 

\Vhat irks some industrialists 
more than anything else is that the

pose a tax on inudstrial equipment 
and goods in stock, even though 
these may not have risen in value. 
According to the Manufacturers 
Association, of 76 industrial com- 
panies registered on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange in 1983/S4. a full 42 
lost monev under Advisory Opinion 
23 (inflation adjustment) off the 
Chamber of Certified Public 
Accounrants: and of the 34 profit- 
able companies, the average profit 
was a mere two per cent of turnover. 

This respondent expressed the 
fear that after the Steinberg propos- 
als are adopted, almost all industrial 
companies would lose money — while 
paving laxes to maintain a bloated 
civil service. "The government 
wants to step up industrial develop- 
ment." he said. "But in fact it is 
Joins everything to achieve the 
opposite. When a sector is in the 
doldrums, as industry is today, you 
ease up on taxes, you don t impose 


more. 

The second main sphere of uncer- 
tainty is whether to produce for the 
shrinking local market or for export. 
-This is" decided by decree from 
Jerusaeim by clerks who advise their 
ministers. I don't believe that any of 
these clerks ever had to go out and 
fiahr for a living in industry. Yet they 
decide what we should do: this is a 
ridiculous state of affairs. I will go so 
far as to say that the market place, 
which determines prices and busi- 
ness decisions in nearly all of the 
western world, does not even exist in 
Israel. No - 1 take that back. It does 
exist, but it is subterranean. 

“If those clerks really wanted to 


help the country, they could do one 
of two things: either take steps to 
wipe out the subterranean economy, 
instead of just talking about doing it: 
or quit their soft government jobs 
and come work in industry." 

Will industrialists make profit on 
the local market or by exports? 
Apparently, the local market is 
eoins to continue to shrink: “But we 
have" no idea of w hat profit margins 
to expect on our exports. Different 
manufacturing and marketing 
strategies are needed for the local 
and the export market." 

A problem closely connected with 
exports is the attempts of many small 
exporters to switch from the much 
closer European market to the more 
distant American one. It is not a 
question of distance, but one of 
mentalities. Although most expor- 
ters speak English, they are of Euro- 
pean extraction: and they have a 
“feel" for Europe. Thev feel lost in 
the U.S. 

And the strong U.S. dollar vis-a- 
vis the weak European currencies 
has sent many European manufac- 
turers scuttling to sell in the U.S. 
“Thus, we face a double problem: 
learning to work in a new market, 
and facing severe competition from 
European industrialists who are 
ready to sell at break-even prices to 
crack the American market." And 
we don't even know what our break- 
even point is. We hope the second 
package deal will give us some idea 
in regard to wages and price levels." 

The government's lack of credibil- 
ity is the second main worry. “How 
manv times have we heard not only 


from the present government but 
from the preceding ones, that 'the 
national budget would be cut - by SI 
billion, even SI. 5 b. Has it been cut? 
Maybe on paper, but not in reality. 
Now the co\ eminent is talking of 
cutting the next budget, not the 
present one. Once there was talk of 
firing 15.000 civil servants. Has even 
one been fired? And when you have 
a government which makes promises 
and more promises, and doesn't

"And if the’ budget isn’t cut. we 
are on the path to economic disaster. 
Everybody says this, especially die 
ministers. In this, at least we believe 
them." 

The third main problem is financ- 
ing. There is a shortage of available 
credit for the business community - 
although there is plenty of money in 
the public's hands. 

In a related field, the "payment 
morality" of many firms, especially 
large ones, is down. At one time they 

would merely delay paving until the 
last minute, so that they could pay in 
“cheaper" shekels. But they still 
tried to pay on time, a respondnet 
said. 

"Now they simply don't pay on 
time. They have stopped worrying 
about their reputation." One man- 
aging director said: "After the bank 
shares crash, reputations are no lon- 
ger so important. We learned we can 
set away with bloody murder: all one 
haste do is smile." 

In a different field, importers of 
equipment are beginning to play 
tricks with deliveries. Theoretically, 
they are selling at the IS527 to the 
doliar rate. But if they do so. some 
simply forget to deliver the goods. 
Some do deliver, but forget to in- 
clude all sons fo Ititle extras which 
were once included in the price, and 
for which extra payment is deman- 
ded now. Thus the effective ex- 
change rate is much higher. Some- 
times the suppliers make their own 
package deal. They will sell at the 
official IS527 rate, but the customer 
has to buy at the same rate some 
goods which he can't sell at any 
price. 

And of course, there is the prob- 
lem faced by those who pay for their 
imported raw materials in repre- 
sentative rate dollars (about IS666 at 
present), while they have to sell th 
eir finished goods at the IS527 rate. 
True, they receive some compensa- 
tion by being exempt from paying 
one-third of the cost of living allo- 
wance. but this does not compensate 
them sufficiently. 

Is there any light at the end of the 
proverbial tunnel? Yes. Work 
morality has risen considerably of 
late. Most workers are trying to 
increase their output. Part of this is 
du. of course, to the Ata crisis, but as 
a rule, the reason goes much deeper. 
“Workers seem to realize - much 
more so than the politicians - how 
serious the economie'erisis is."

U.S. petrol prices now 
at 5-year low 

i LOS ANGELES (API. - Petrol has 
dipped to its lowest price in five 
vears in the U.S.. and an industry 
analyst says the average price for all 
grades could dip anocher 21 cents, to 
94 cents a gallon. 

The cheapest grade of petrol, 
leaded self-serve regular, dropped to 
SI. 024 last week for the first time 
since December 1979. when it was 
SI. 013. petroleum industry analyst 
Dan Lundberg said Sunday. 

-Petrol pump prices dipped for 
the eighth consecutive week since 
last October." he said. 

The drop in pump prices mirrors a 
downward slide in crude oil spot 
market prices, smashing the illusion 
of scarcity on which Opec has in- 
flated oil prices since 1973.

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Japan’s trade surplus up to 
a record $33.68b. last year 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan yester- 
day announced a record trade sur- 
plus with the rest, of the world of 
$33. 6& billion last year, a 64 per cent 
increase over 1983’. ; ' . 

The finance ministry said exports 
rose nearly 16 per cent, to a record 
Sl?0.13b. while imports grew only 
eight per writ, to. I36.45bniion. 

Japan's strong trade performance 
was helped by growing demand in 
the U.S., its most important market. 
$ The U.S. economic recovery trig- 
"* gered a 40 per cent rise in demand 
for Japanese goods, worth a record 
560b. The root cause of a record 
$33. I lb. surplus in Japan's favour. 

Electronic goods were the jewel in 
Japan's 1984 trading boom, especial- 
ly a 30 per cent rise in exports of 
video stereo recorders largely 
sparked by sports fans eager to trea- 
sure highlights of the Los Angeles 
Olympics. 

The failing price of oil. Japan's 
major import, helped to temper any 
advance in the total value of imports. 


Because of the yen's weakness 
against the dollar, Japan exported 
nearly 15 per cent more cars than in 
1983, and eight per cent more steel 
products, with China emerging as a 
major market. 

The U.S. and Europe have de- 
manded that Tokyo do more to help 
them sell their goods in Japan. 

Prime Minister Yasuhiro Naka- 
sone responded last year by creating 
a special group of cabinet ministers 
charged with finding ways to redress 
the trade imbalance, which econom- 
ists say could grow to $40b. this year. 

Satoshi Sumita. governor of the 
Bank of Japan, the country's central 
bank, said Japan's enormous surplus 
made it vulnerable to criticism. 

“It could invite grave problems in 
the future if Japan takes away em- 
ployment from its trading partners. 

“That will encourage protection- 
ism, which would isolate Japan eco- 
nomically. We must continue to 
address this problem this year," he 
warned businessmen. 


Sterling moves cautiously higher 


LONDON (Reuter). - The pound 
sterling looked a Little firmer on 
European currency markets yester- 
day. but continuing worries over oil 
prices and the strong dollar meant its 
recovery prospects were far from 
certain. 


The pound ended the day in Lon- 
don at 51.1205, nearly a cent up on 
Monday night's close, showing a 
delayed response to the move by the 
British government to restore the 
pound's value by hoisting interest 
rates by 1 Vs points.

-The Mano shipping com- 
pany has shelved its plans to buy a 
refrigeration ship to bring meat here 
from Argentina, The Jerusalem Post 
has learned. 

Pcssah Weissman. of the Mano 
management, said that the company 
had originally planned to invest 
H several million dollars to buy two 
J secondhand refrigeration ships and 
had fought hard to get the Industry 
and Trade Ministry to give it a two- 
jear contract for the import of the 
meat, for a total of 55.000 tons. 

However, the Argentinian nation- 
al shipping company Elma underbid 
Mann’s rate of $165 per ton. 
Another factor in the decision was 


that the meat imports were no longer 
assured due to pressure from local 
turkey breeders to favour their meat 
over imported beef. 

A shipping expert told The Jeru- 
salem Post last night that the can- 
cellation of Mano's plans was good 
for the Israeli economy, since it did 
not make sense for the government 
to pay $400,000 extra a year to bring 
the meat here on Israeti ships and 
provide employment for 15 to 20 
sailors. The unions had agreed that 
Mano could employ slx foreigners 
out of the ships 1 26-men crew in 
order to reduce operating costs. 
“This would have been a very expen- 
sive way of securing employment for 
a small number of sailors,*’ the ex- 
pert said.

At the Mevasseret Zion Absorp- 
tion Centre, a spiritual leader of the 
Ethiopians, Rabbi Adana, has 
addre^ed both the Western immig- 
rants there and his fellow country- 
men about differences in social, and 
religious customs they may find in 
each other. 

Rabbi Adana, who was educated 
in Italy and came to Israel in 1972, 
stressed that many, many basic items 
are needed. Towels, underwear and 
socks are still in short supply. Also 
needed to help families are ordinary 
household items like bread knives, 
brooms and other kitchen utensils. 
The monthly allowance of IS 120.000 
provided for these immigrant fami- 
lies barely covers food expenses and 
a few small purchases. 

Tomorrow two hotels, the Sharon 
in Herzliya and the Moriah in Jeru- 
salem. are sponsoring a fund-raising 
drive for the Homecoming Fund.

THAT LEBANON is a dangerously unhealthy quagmire 
would be contested by very few people in this country. Hardly 
anyone, too, would disagree, at least in public, that the IDF 
should try to extricate itself from that quagmire at the earliest 
opportunity. Yet it took some thirty months of mostly fruitless 
occupation in Lebanon, and two lengthy debates around the 
government table this week, for a formal decision to emerge on 
a plan for Israel’s withdrawal. 

The cabinet, bv majority vote, decided on a specific date, in 
five weeks, for only the first stage of the IDFs pullback, from 
the Sidon area in the west to a new line in the Litani-Nabatiya 
region. 

But it also resolved in principle, on the recommendation ot 
the premier, Shimon Peres, and the defence minister. Yitzhak 
Rabin, that this should be followed by redeployment in the 
Hasbaya region to the east and. in the final stage, along the 
international border, “while maintaining a zone in Southern 
Lebanon where local forces (SLA) will operate with IDF 
backing.” The entire process is expected to be concluded 
towards the end of this summer. After that, the army would still 
retain the right to thwart, and if necessary punish, any attempt 
to interfere with the peace of Galilee from inside Lebanon. 

In deciding on such a phased pullback the government was in 
effect serving notice on the Lebanese, and the Syrians, that 
Israel would no longer act as their agent in keeping communal 
peace in the areas under occupation, and let its soldiers be 
targets for murder aided and abetted by Beirut and Damascus. 

At the same time the government was making clear its 
readiness to leave the door open, before the start of each and 
every stage of withdrawal, for an understanding with the 
Lebanese and the Syrians on security arrangements, possibly 
with the help of Unifil. 

It was the careful phrasing that apparently won the withdraw- 
al plan the support not only of the entire bloc of Alignment 
ministers, some of whom originally had reservations about it, 
but also of two Likud cabinet members and three ministers 
from the religious parties. But there appears to have been 
agreement among the majority of 16 that the initial stage should 
not be conceived as a self-contained act but only as a trigger for 
eventual total withdrawal. 

The implication was that it made no sense to characterize the 
plan, as the Likud vice premier. Yitzhak Shamir, had done, as 
capitulation. 

Mr. Shamir's view rested on the assumption that refusal by 
Israel to budge from its present positions without clear-cut 
security arrangements would induce the Lebanese, and the 
Syrians, to come to terms. But that assumption had already 
proven itself to be wholly illusory. There remained the 
possibility that the threat of bloody chaos following an Israeli 
pullback would awaken Beirut and Damascus to a realization of 
their own interest. 

The withdrawal plan is admittedly rather less than perfect. 
The first-stage line, south of the Awali, could increase Shi'ite 
hostility by cutting right through their main concentrations in 
Southern Lebanon. And redeployment along the international 
border could offer no iron-clad guarantee of immunity from 
Katyushas and infiltrators to settlers in the north. 

But no formal undertaking by the weaklings in Beirut could 
provide any such guarantee either. And terrorist bombs 
sometimes explode in Jerusalem, too. 

A phased withdrawal would however, cut down on IDF 
casualties - there were two more fatalities, just north of the 
Litani, the day the cabinet took its decision - while freeing the 
IDF to prepare for the real war that may still be looming, and 
the government to deal with matters more vital for the 
country’s future. Such as peace with Egypt, and Jordan. 

There is. however, more than a suspicion that some highly- 
placed persons in the Likud would rather have Israel sink even 
deeper into the Lebanese quagmire if world attention could 
thereby be diverted from Judea and Samaria. 

Spoonful of sugar 

THE 3.7 PER CENT December price rise, published by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics yesterday, turns out to have been 
less than even the optimists had anticipated. It shows that the 
“package deal" has been successful beyond expectations within 
the limits of its objectives. 

That this wage and price freeze had only limited and 
temporary objectives hardly needs stressing: nobody ever 
thought that it was some kind of Open Sesame that would rid 
the economy of inflation once and for all. Even less was there 
ever any idea that it would solve our balance of payments 
problem. Its purpose was to get the economy back to a 
modicum of stability and thus set the stage for substantive 
policy steps. 

The relative price stability in December - which can con- 
fidently be expected to continue in January - is. therefore, not 
some miracle performed by a public that has suddenly become 
more law-abiding than it was before. It is the direct result of a 
reduction in aggregate demand that is sharperthan any that has 
been experienced in Israel since 1950. And the 7.5 per cent fall 
in per capita consumption is primarily attributable to the sharp 
erosion of real wages in the last six months, down to their 1982 
level and possibly lower« 

That achievement is probably the central pillar of any 
economic policy designed to put our house in order again. And 
the question that our policy-makers must ask themselves is. on 
what conditions can the present level of real wages be kept from 
rising again. 

The answer to that must be that only price stability can give 
economic policy a chance to obtain wage stability. A reversion 
to policy measures that spell the renewal of inflation is bound to 
end up in failure, as has happened repeatedly during the past 
decade, when cost inflation was tried again and again without 
ever achieving more than a temporary respite from balance of 
payments difficulties. 

The Treasury, seconded by many professional economists, 
largely blames the increased subsidization of basic goods and 
services for the need to inject cash into the economy. It. 
therefore, wants to cut the subsidies as quickly as possible. 

While there is a broad consensus that the subsidies should be 
reduced - and the present relative price stability makes such 
cuts possible without entailing the payment of a cost-of-living 
allowance - sharp cuts could drive inflation up again into the 10 
per cent monthly range, where it always threatens to become 
uncontrollable. 

As the day approaches when a second package deal will have 
to be completed, the danger of once again destabilizing prices 
and wages should be uppermost in the minds’ of the three 
partners to the negotiations. The Treasury, in particular, would 
do well to consider whether the budget cuts on which it pins its 
hopes for a longer-term stabilization of the economy will not be 
undermined if inflation is not held down even by artificial 
means until other, more fundamental policy measures can take 
effect. 


GIVE SOLDIERS LIFTS 


ONE OF THE most fascinating and 
frightening aspects of fmanciafmar- 
kets is that expectations become 
self-fulfilling prophecies. Pinhas 
Landau's article. “The next crash" 
(77it’ Jerusalem Posr, January- 4. 
1985), while motivated by genuine 
concern, may do a serious disservice 
to the economy. It is based on an 
erroneous comparison between the 
bank share crisis and what Landau 
calls “the forthcoming financial 
crash” or the ‘‘explosion of the in- 
ternal debt balloon." It therefore 
draws incorrect conclusions that may 
lead the investing public into a reac- 
tion that could actually bring about 
the crash he anticipates. 

If a substantial number of people 
are convinced by the article’s reason- 
ing. its ominous prediction could be 
realized in weeks, whether its basic 
arguments are right or wrong. It 
invites every holder of the govern- 
ment’s debt to try to dump his hold- 
ings before the crash. Such be- 
haviour would inevitably bring ab- 
out a collapse of the government 
bond market. 

My disagreement with Landau s 
basic Lhesis should not be construed 
as an objection ro his sharp criticism 
of the government's economic policy 
in general, and of its capital markets 
policy in particular. I concur with the 
view that the cunent policies will 
lead to disaster unless urgently re- 
versed. But the prospects of success- 
fully implementing a remedial eco- 
nomic policy will be greatly dimi- 
nished if the financial markets col- 
lapse. By arguing that the next crash 
is inevitable - and thus eroding the 
stability of the markets - the Landau 
article undermines the prospects of 
the very policies that he considers 
vital to the survival of the economy. 

Let’s consider now the merits of 
comparing the bank shares market 
(and its crash) with the “government 
debt balloon” (and its forthcoming 
explosion). 

“The bank shares reached bloated 
prices, out of ail proportion to their 
real value.” That is correct, but then 
Landau states: “The government 
debt is also characterized by high 
prices... out of all proportion to the 
ability to repay it." This analogy is 
unfounded. 

The holders of shares have a claim 
to a certain proportion of a com- 


THE “EXPLOSION" in Jewish stu- 
dies is really not a new phenomenon, 
and Han Chaim's article {Jerusalem 
Post, November 28. 1984) gives rise 
to speculation as to its purpose. Is it 
aimed at the career-minded universi- 
ty student who sees many of his older 
peers seeking positions in the field of 
Jewish studies in vain, and may 
therefore be deterred from enrolling 
in Jewish studies courses? 

Is it perhaps spawned by in- 
terested experts hoping for some 
spin-off from the large funds which 
.may soon become available for the 
"rescue” of our Jewish youth from 
assimilation and its devastating con- 
sequences? This would mean that 
the battle fines are already being 
prepared behind the scenes. 

However, as with all explosions, 
the explosion in Jewish studies had, 
and has some deplorable fall-out. 
And sometimes the negative con- 
sequences of a fall-out can also out- 
weigh the planned positive inten- 
tions of the explosion. 

It may be absolutely correct that 
"in the United States, the country 
with the largest Jewish population, 
such programmes are offered at 610 
institutions of higher learning, up 
from 40 in 1965.” But what Han 
Chaim does not say. or perhaps does 
not know, is that those 40 university 
departments were Hebrew depart- 
ments and not just Jewish studies 
departments. This is a difference not 
merely in nomenclature, but also in 
substance.

puny's assets in the case of its being 
wound up. They are sometimes enti- 
tled to a vote that may influence the 
control and management of the com- 
pany. Their pecuniary rewards are 
mere expectations and not an under- 
taking or a liability of the issuing 
company. Share prices are therefore 
based on profit (and dividend) ex- 
pectations. and not on any certainty 
of repayment. Bonds, on the other 
hand, are obligations to repay bor- 
rowed money on terms that are spe- 
cified and known to bond-holders. 
Bond prices, at any point in time, are 
determined by market supply and 
demand, but bond prices can always 
be compared to the bond's calcu- 
lated value. 

In the case of indexed bonds, their 
market prices can be expected to 
match their “adjusted value." which 
takes into account indexation incre- 
ments. As long as the market price 
does not exceed the “adjusted 
value" (and this rarely happens in 
the government bond market), the 
characterization of "high prices" is 
incorrect. Government bonds repre- 
sent no value at all (and are not just 
highly priced) if one assumes that the 
government will not repay its debt. 
Such an assumption seems to me to 
be premature and grossly damaging 
to the prospects of a remedial econo- 
mic policy. 

Every financial market and in- 
stitution is vulnerable to “runs." 
Even the soundest bank would not 
be able to withstand a “run" on its 


deposits if rumours were spread cast- 
ing doubts as to its ability to pay out. 
Share markets are more vulnerable 
to “runs" than any other financial 
market, since share values are totally 
dependant on supply and demand 
conditions: they represent no speci- 
fic liability to repay money in the 
future. Bo’nd markets should not be 
vulnerable to the same extent, be- 
cause bonds are an undertaking to 
repay at a specified future date. 

The vulnerability of the bond mar- 
ket to a "run” becomes a menacing 
reality once people start to question 
the prospects of repayment, whether 
there is any sound reason for such 
doubt or not. Comparing the bank 
shares market to the government 
bond market solicits a “run” that 
may trigger a collapse. It is also 
misconceived ’to link liquidity and 
the success of a “run.” 

Liquidity does not increase the 
vulnerability of a financial market to 
"runs.” It may even reassure inves- 
tors. when their basic confidence in 
the market is not shaken. Loss of 
credibility will lead to a "run.” 
whether 'the financial instruments 
involved are totally liquid or com- 
pletely “illiquid.” 

The final issue raised in the article 
is that “the manipulation of the bank 
shares destroyed the purpose and 
use of the share market." while “the 
manipulation of the government 
debt has paralysed the whole capital 
market..." 

Liberal use is made of the term 
“manipulation" without defining its 
meaning. Does it imply that "the 
Bank of Israel manipulates the 
prices of government bonds? This is 
a false accusation. The Bank of 
Israel's intervention in the bond 
market is currently very limited, and 
is certainly not manipulative. Even 
in the past, when the bank's in- 
tervention was more aggressive, it 
could not be compared to the com- 
mercial banks' practices in “regulat- 
ing" shares' prices. As mentioned 
above, in the indexed bond market, 
the “adjusted value" of the bond can 
serve as a proxy for its “true value." 
The Bank of Israel has never tried to 
push the prices of government bonds 
above their adjusted values. 

If by using the term "manipulation 
of the government debt.” one refers 
to the government’s capital market

“Jewish studies" was almost always

Unfortunately, this artificial 
dichotomy and the use of the term 
“Jewish studies” in university cata- 
logues has been uncritically accepted 
by students, and at the same time

attracted instructors whose ability to 
read and understand a Hebrew text 
leaves much to be desired. 

It has also lent legitimacy to the 
vast offerings of courses in English 
which have seeped down into Jewish 
teachers' colleges and high and 
elementary schools. 

It should not be surprising that 
fewer and fewer graduates of our 
school systems are familiar with the 
Hebrew language. Noteworthy and 
symptomatic is a recent applicant for 
the position of president of a Heb- 
rew' teachers’ college who did not 
know any Hebrew and boasted that 
he was quite capable of disseminat- 
ing Judaism in the English language. 

Even before this “explosion" Jew- 
ish studies were taught, but in their 
original languages and not in their 
watered-down translations. These 
studies included Bible, Mishna, 
Aggada, the writings of Maimo- 
nides. medieval prose and poetry, 
and Modern Hebrew in all its phases 
up to the contemporary Hebrew 
press. 

The material imparted was cer- 
tainly in line with the “intellectual 
continuum to which universities are 
committed." The departments were 
on the same level as all other foreign 
language departments, and their stu- 
dents not at all "invisible citizens on 
the campus." 

IT OUGHT to be understood that a 
university is essentially an academic 
institution. Its task is not to make up 
for the lack of a proper Jewish 
education or for the apathy of pa- 
rents who have neglected the spir- 
itual needs of their offspring. The 
Jewish school is, for us as Jews, the 
only and exclusive educational in- 
stitution for our youth. University 
subjects should be offered only to 
those who have had the proper for- 
mal preparation in the special field 
of their choice. 

What is valid for any other course 
even more valid in the Jewish field. 
One cannot embark on a course in 
classical culture without the know- 
ledge of at least some Latin and 
Greek. One cannot know anything 
worthwhile about Jewish culture 
without an acquaintance with the 
Hebrew language. Without a thor- 
ough knowledge of Hebrew, we can 
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policies, this criticism may be justi- 
fied, but the term “manipulation" is 
misplaced and the comparison with 
the bank shares' market is mislead- 
ing. 

I happen to be a long-time critic of 
the government's capital markets 
policy. The government should 
sharply cur its dependence on these 
markets arid reduce the degree of its 
intervention in the saving- 
investment mechanism of the eco- 
nomy. These are indispensable pre- 
conditions of a capital market re- 
form. But capital markets policy is 
part and parcel of economic policy as 
a whole. 

The primary goal of current gov- 
ernment policy should be a substan- 
tial reduction in the budgetary de- 
ficit. This would lead eventually to a 
reversal of the excessive use that the 
government makes of the domestic 
capital market. We can only hope 
that a remedial economic policy will 
be implemented. But the prospects 


give our students only a second and 
third-hand Judaism, one that has 
gone through the shallow channels 
of translation, losing its vigour and 
lustre in the process.^ 

ALL THOSE palliatives called Jew- 
ish studies may satisfy the Jewish 
culturally committees that have to 
find an outlet for their budgets, but 
they are quire useless in attaining the 
purpose they are meant to achieve 
on the campus. 

Having never really been equip- 
ped with the proper attitude and 
skills for self study in Judaism, the 
Jewish student is confused by the 
great fuss made about a heritage 
which is meaningless to him. He can 
therefore not accept or understand 
the accusation of lack of identity. 

He knows very well that identity - 
or, rather Jewish identification - 
cannot come about by the convening 
of conferences or by strings of pam- 
phlets and brochures published by 
Jewish organizations which take 
their cue from a timely recognition 
of his needs. 

Nor could he be inspired by pro- 
fessors. graduates of the Dropsie 
College, hitherto the alma mater of 
professors of Jewish studies, when 
the present president of that college 
declared in a recent interview: 
“Dropsie’s job is not to train Jews. I 
don’t give a damm (sic) if somebody 
who writes a seminal article uncover- 
ing Jewish history is a Jew, a Christ- 
ian a Moslem or an agnostic." ( In- 
side, Winter 1984, a supplement to 
the Jewish Exponent.) 

THERE IS, of course, no objection 
to Jewish studies in principle. Once 
the Hebrew language and some liter- 
ature is sufficiently mastered and the 
student is able to read and under- 
stand primary sources. Jewish stu- 
dies in English may be pursued as 
well. But never - as unfortunately is 
the case - should so-called depart- 
ments of Jewish studies concern 
themselves mainly with translated, 
i.e., interpreted, texts and pursue 
Hebrew as well. 

A very sad lesson is to be learned 
from the history of the Jewish studies 
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of such policy would be further dimi- 
nished if the government bond mar- 
ket collapses. It would bring down with 
it the whole financial system, and J 
probably damage the Israeli eco- 
nomy beyond repair. 

Landau and his fellow financial 
journalists do an important service 
by pressing the urgency of a 
courageous economic policy and by 
warning of the consequences of hesi- 
tancy and delay. They are doing a 
serious disservice if they foster 
panic. The comparison between the 
bank shares' market and the govern- 
ment bond market is misleading, and 
making it is no compensation for the 
fact that most of the financial press 
was blind to the dangers of the hank 
shares’ market prior to the crisis. 
Let's face up to the current crisis by 
advocating sound economic policies 
and not by spreading fear. Panic is 
bad counsel.

departments in English and Amer- 
ican universities. First of all. it re- « 
quired the emergence of so-called _ 
ethnic studies, i.e.. black studies, to 
awaken communities to their Jewish 
responsibilities and a realization of 
how Jewishiy anaemic their 
offspring were. 

For decades, no substantial con- 
cern was shown for the problem of 
the Jewish students' lack of identity. 
Then suddenly, federations and 
community organizations found the 
funds and established chairs for Jew- 
ish studies. 

In most universities, these chairs 
swallowed up the Hebrew depart- 
ments wherever they existed, ex- 
ploiting the "content vs. language” 
gimmick. Indeed, the number of 
students enrolled in Hebrew courses 
decreased constantly, as it was much 
easier to obtain a good grade in an • 
English course than in the difficult 
and intricate battle with the Hebrew 
language. A pyrrhic victory was 
attained with this "explosion in Jew- 
ish studies” and Hebrew depart- 
ments have been slowly forced out of 
existence. 

To suggest or even to imagine that 
a secular university “can become an 
arena for Jewish self-discovery and '* 
self-improvement” can only be the | 
result of self-delusion or of non- ■« 
acquaintance with the actual situ*? “j 
tion on the U.S. states campus. D? * 
spite the “dramatic” explosion from 
40 Jewish studies departments in 
1965 to the present610 (according to 
Han Chaim), mixed marriages 
among Jewish campus youth have 
sky-rocketed, and Jewish student 
membership in cults has reached 
alarming proportions. 

It is high time we laid the proper 
foundations and invested all our 
energies in the school years of our 
youth. We should prevent, rather 
than have to try later ro calm our 
conscience by unsatisfactory mea- 
sures.
